continued in 1567 and 1568, and 
ſurrendred to the Turk in 1669.

; muſt it be forgotten, ith that 
ae Co Learned Knizht, that Strabo the 
of che World. Geographer, who flouriſhed in 
the tunc of 7 aberius Ceſar, was 
of Cretan P arents (though born in the City of 
Amaſia in the Realm ot Pontws) which adds 
unto this Iſland as much true renown, as any 
of the Fictions or Stories (be they what they 
will) of former times. Thereforc we ſhall 
oncly glance upon them where the nature of 
the Subject requires it, and endcavour to give 
you an exa&t compendious account of the 
Names and Scituation of the Place,the fertility 
and Commodities of the Soil; the nature of the 
Inhabitants, and their Ancient as well as Mo- 
dern Civil and Eccleſiaſtical Government: and 
7 one to the original cauſe of the Siege, 
and the tranſaQtions 1n 1666,1667, 1668,and 

part of 1669 till its ſurrender. 


Candia hath in ſeveral Ages, and in 
ſeveral Authors , obtain'd ſeveral names 
( as Sir Walter R awleigh hath obſcrv'd.) By 
Homer aud Emtathims it is call'd Hees- 
tompoln, 
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of Candia. 3 
ampolis , from the number of one hun- 
dred Cities it then contuin'd 3 but in 
proces of time,and by the devaſtation of War, 
they are all ſo deſtroy'd,that the ruines of ther 
are hardly vihible. By Pliny and Solinus,Macs- 
ror, and Macaroneſes, the happy or fortunate 
Iſland, from the g>odnefſs of the Soil and tem- 
per of the Air. By Stepbanus, Idea, from Ids 
a famous Mountain there. By Giraldus, Tel- 
chinia, trom the Telchini Prieſts of Cybele (the 
Wife of Satwrn, and Mother of the Gods) 
who was the principal Goddeſs of this Iſland-+ 
The general Name which hath prevailed moſt 
in al] Writers , 15 that of Cree, called Crete, 
quaſi Curret 8, by the Figure Syxcope , from the 
Caretes the Inhabitants hereof, and Prieſts of 
Cybele, lo called, &=3 15 x»gges from their ton- 
ſure or thaving, of the head : and chis ſcems the 
beſt Erymology 3 though ſome derive it from 
Cretes the Son of Japiter, and others from 
Crete the Dzughter of Heſperm. At preſent it 
is known by the name ot Candia, cither 4 Cane 
dore trom the whiteneſs of the Rocks which 
encompals it, or_trom Candia the Metropolis 
thercot. 

Candia is an Wand, and according to Clu- 
rerims 1n his Geography, the largeſt of all the 
Iſles that are adjacent to Greece 3 being, as 
Murfer and @ur latc Colmographers write, in 
B 2 length 
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length 270, in breadth 5o , and incompaſs 
$90 Milcs; and (cituated in the Mediterranean, 
at ſo cqual a diſtance from Exrope, Afia and 
Africa, according, to Sir Walter R awlcigh, as 
it it were naturally delign'd to be what Arj- 
ftotle calls it, The Lady and Miltrels ot the Sea; 
tor it is diſtant from Pelaponneſis, now called 
Morea, one hundred Miles , as many from Afis 
minor, and not above one hundred and fifty 
trom the ſhore of Africa 3 verifying that of 
Virgil : 


Creta Jovis magni medio jacet inſula Pont. 


Jove's Birth-place Crete, « fruitful Land, 
I'th* middle of the Sea dothſtand. 


As to the Heavenly Bodies,it is ſcituated un- 
der the beginning of the tourth Climate, (o 
that the longeſt day in a manncr is but tour- 
teen hours and a quarter. It hath on the 
Eaſt the Carpathian, on the Welt the Ionian, 
on the North the Agean, and on the Sowth 
the African or Lybian Seca. In torm it extends 
Eaſt and Weſt with three Promontvries 3 that 
towards the Ealt, called anciently Samonizxm, 
15 now Capo di Salomone ; that on the South» 
Weſt looking towards Africa, formerly Here | 
mea, is now name'd Cape Gabraſſe 3 and that | 

on 
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on the North-Weſt towards Peloponneſis , of 
old called Camarns, is now Capo Cheitin 3 this 
laſt bring oppolite to Maultz a Promontory of 
Laconia. 

The Soil is very fruitful, eſpecially of thoſe 
Wines which we call Maxſcadels, of which ac- 
cording to Sir Walter K awleigh they tran{port 
yearly twelve thouſand Butts: this Wine 
Mmaniter calls Vinum Malviticum lo nan!'d trom 
the Mountain Mzlva 3 he faith it abounds 
herewith, and hath ſtore of Cypre(s-Trees. 
There is alſo plenty of Gums, Honey, Sugar, 
(ves , Dates , Apples , Oranges , Lemons , 
Raiſins, Melons, Citrons and Pomgy anatess 

There are many other things at preſent 
worthy obſervation. Firſt,that thisIſland breeds 
no Serpent, Venemous, Ravenous, or hurttul 
Creature 3 fo that their Flocks graze (ecurely 
without a Shepherd. Secondly, it a Woman 
bites a man ſhrewdly, it is not cured without 
dithculty ; which if true, faith the Noble 
Knight,then the laſt part of the forementioned 
priviicdge, that it breeds no hurttul Creature, 
mult be talſe. Thirdly, they have an Herb 
call'd Alinios, which it chewed in the mouth 
will keep a man from hunger that day. 
Fourthly, here is beſides many other Phylical 
herbs, that called Diftamnum or Dittannus, an 


| excellent Antidote againit Poylon 3 which 
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6 A Deſcription 
is onely peculiar to this Iſland. It af- 
fords allo great ſtore of Landawum, a Juyce or 
Gum forced with incredible labour out of a 
Tree called Ciftus , wherewith the Mountains 
abound : *tis a ſoporiferous Medicine, good 
to ercate Sheep, if preſcribed according to 
art. 

The cheifeſt Mountain of note is Ids, now 
Philoriti, (cituate in the midſt of the land : 
here Fwpiter is fabled to be privately nurlt, and 
from hence he is called Idzw- 

Rivers of eminency they have few or none ; 
the principal are Nilopotamas, Scafinus, Epi- 
cidnus and Divotro, towards the North , Popu- 

towards the Eaſt, and Liniexs towards the 
eſt; but none of them are Navigable. 
The Iſland is very populous, inſomuch that 
VYt is _—_ the Signiory of Venice upon a ſud- 

den occabon can railc in it ſixty thouſand men 
able to bear Arms. 

As to the Nature of the people , they have 
always had the repute of able Mariners ; they 
being ſ(citunted in the midſt of the Sca, having 
very commodious Harbours and a Fiſh-trade 3 
fo that when in thole times they would tax 
any perſon for relating an incredible ſtory, 
they uſed to (ay , Cretenſis neſcit pelagw5 
meaaing tazreby, that the thing was as 1m- 
probable, as tor one of Crete to be no Sailer :

yet this Virtue or Qualification of theirs was 
ſtain'd with many notorious Vices,which they 
yet retain among them, as Malice, wy and 
Lying 3 to which laft they are ſo addicted, chat 
it grew proverbial to call a horrid Lye Cye- 
tenſe mendacixm z and this fault the Poet Epi- 
menides did reprove in them (who was Na- 
tive of this Iſland) cited by St. Pal to Titus, 
Chat. V.12+

The Cretans always lyars are, 
Unruly Beaſts, of labour ſpare. 


To which may be added the Latine Proverb, 
Cretizare cum Cretenſibus, To deceive the De- 
ceiver,or to be falſe in word and deed : as allo, 
that fof the Greeks , Tels Kdnm xdxive, i 0 
there are three Nations whoſe names begin 
with the Greek letter K worſe then any 0- 
ther, viz. Kew mixer, KpF res Kinmes, the Cap- 
padocians,Cretans and Cilitians 3 though ſome 
apply it to the Cities of Corinth,Capus and Cay- 
thage, beginning all with the ſame letter 1n 
that Languagc; all which were conceiv'd very 
dangerous to the State of Rome. Nor are the 
Candians at this day leſs fick of their old 
Diſtemper 3 for they are as great lyars, and as 
4 idle 
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Wle ascver they were formerly, and avaricious 
wathal, bcing very impatient ot labour, not ca- 
ring to aftain any Science pertectly zoncly they 
are good Archers,bcing accuſtem'd to ſhooting 
from their youth , and herein thought more 
dextcrous and expert then the Tarkg them- 
{clves. 

As to their Civil Government, according 
to Cluveriws and Munſter, it was firſt Monar- 
chicalz thcy being governed by Kings till B. 
Meteliws did reduce.the Ile (under his power) 
intoa Provinces and it remain'd under the Re- 
manand Conſtantinopolitan Emperors, until the 
$ aracens did over-run it with the reſt of Greece : 
but Baldwinu Earl of Flanders, and Emperonr 
of Conſtantinople , did conter it upon Boniface 
m— of Montferrat , from whom it was 
purchaſed by the Venetians, Anne 11.44, at 4 
vaſt rate, and continucd ever fince under the 
Signiory of Venice, undcr the name of Candia, 
till in the year 1669 it was ſurrendred to the 
Turk; 

As to their Ecclefraftical Poljtie, they were 
firſt converted to the Chriftian Faith by St. 
Paul; who having planted the Golpel! there, 
lett the watering, of ut to Titw, who by bup 
was Conlſccrated Biſhop of this Iile, rccom- 
mending the "Churches thercin to his care, 
With powcr of Ordination aud Eccleſraſticat 
Ce "ſure, 


— 
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Cenſure, a5 appears clearly by the Text, which 
proves it belouged to him as their Biſhop, and 
not as their EvangeSſt onely : aud this mani- 
feltly apparent, not onely in the Subſcriptzon 
of that Epiſtle ( according to the mode of 
writing in thoſe days ) where he 15 ftiled, 
Tis KpuToy Exxaydias m467@ Enicxoms, The 
firſt Biſhop ot the Cret au Church ; but alſo by 
the concurrent Teſtimony ot Euſebixs Eeceleſe 
Hiſt. 1.3. ©. 4+ $. Ambroſ. in Prefat. ad Ti- 
tum , S. Hicron. in Titum, c 1+ v-5. and in 
his Treatiſe de Scriptor. Eccleſiaſt- © Theodoret- 
quotcd by Orcumentts in Prefat. 6d Ep. Tit. 
Oecumenius himiclt in Tit-1.28d laſtly by Theo> 
phylatt. in his Preface to the fame Epiſtle 3, all 
whuch do, ix tcrmings, call hum Biſhop, and the 
Biſhop of Crets, agrecable to the utual ſence of 
the word Epiſcopus mm that age, -diltin&t trom 
Presbyter. This Church whilt wholly under 
the Diſcipline ot the Greek P atri archs,was go- 
vern'd by tour Archbiſhops, aud one and twen- 
ty Biſhops 3 but tince their ſubjection to the 
Republique of 1 'enice,thcre 15 but one Archbiſhop, 
that is of C:ndia the chict City z and cight Bi- 
ſhops, belid-s the titular Patriarch ot Conſtan- 
tinople, wird hath his reclidence: there 3 tome 
Prel xte ot the Latine Church having, been al> 
ways honour.d with that empty Title, ever 
lince the recovery ot that City trom the Wejters 


Chrijtianss } he 
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The Language vulgarly and generally po» 
ken here, is the Greek Tongue; though Gentle- 
men and Merchants i 
Venice, (peak Italian all». Both the Greek and 
Latine are uſcd in their Divine Offices: the 
ple generally are of the Communion of the 
Grecian Church ;, yet the Latine Service is alſo 
uſed in — of the Iſland. 

The ground of this War between the Orte- 
man Emperor and the Venetian, I finde in an 
Epiſtolar addreſs to his Majeſty from Venice , 
by the hand,of a Noble man of this Nation then 
reliding there, to be to this effet. It hath been 
the deſign of the Turk, ever fince the Conquelt of 
Rh and Cyprus, to gain the Kingdom of 
Candiaz and that for this reaſon, becauſe then 
the Chriſtians being deſtitute of all Harbours in 
the Eaſt, be might with the greater ſecurity fall 
whon them in the Welt. 

Anno 1645 (when all Chriſtendom was at 
variance) Ibraim the Father of the now Twr- 
hi Monarch, in the depth of a long conti- 
nued peace, when leaſt expeted, began this 
War by ſetting upon the Venetians, and gave 
echis out as the pretended cauſe of this Quar- 
re). 

In the former Agreement ratihed and con- 
cluded between them, it ſeems, among, many 
other Articles that the Repmblick, had - 
theme» 


ing on the State of | 


, , 
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themſclves up to perform , this was one, they 
did cngage to deny the Knights of Malts 
ſhelter in any of their Ports or Harbowrs. 

Anns 1644, it tell out that the Gallies of 
that Order tciz'd a Smltana, and took her, 
who with three Millions of Crowns deſign'd 
a Pilgrimage to Mecha. They ſtecring home» 
wards ladcn with this rich booty, were com- 
pell'd by the unicaſonablenels of the Weather, 
or for want of treſh water, clancularly,and by 
fiealth, to ſtrike 1mto a by-Port of Candis, 
whence after ſome retreſhment they return'd 
fafcly to their own Iſle. 

The next year the Txrk furniſheth out a 
Fleet of 460 Sail great and (mall, ſolemnly 
proteſting, to the Senates Ambaſſadors, that 
theſe preparations were for the Ile of Malta 3 
but when they had paſt by them, and ficer'd 
a courſe almoſt as far as Sapienze, they ſud- 
denly tackt about, and landed- lixty thouſand 
men, who immediately fate down before 
Canes without the leaſt declaration of War. 
The Venetien being, thus ſo unexpectedly ſur- 
priz*d, made all poſſible proviſion to put them- 
ſelves in a detcnlive polture 3 but betore they 
could rouze their ancient and accuſtom'd 
courage, they lot the whole Kingdom, except 
Candia, and Carabuſa, Spins longs and Suda , 
three adjoynung Inſulets. © The Grand Signier

being elated and puft up with this ſucce, 
gain'd by that happy crime (in his opimon) 
prolperous treachery , own'd: the War 0- 
penly, and publickly declar'd the Senatcs 
ſheltring of the Malteſes to be the caulc; 
though *wwas privatcly decreed, that it they 
met. with any conſiderable force or rei- 
ſtange in the friſt aflault, that the Coptain 
Baſſs ſhould loſc his head(to pacihe the Senate) 
tor attcmpting it without Order, and to to 
periwade them it was onely-a Capricio of his 
own brain, and a plot of his own contrivance. 

Anno 1648, they ſoon were Matters of the 
Ficld, and began the Siege of Candia with fo 
furious an onſct, that they made a breach and 
eatrcd it,and tor the {pace of {even hours vvere 
vvithin the 7 own > but the Defendants by thar 
valour beat them out vvith infinite lols and 
damage. 

Anno 1649 , they made a ſecond attempt, 
which proving truitlels and mettectual, they 
then lctt ut,never expecting, to win it by ſtorm» 
On a rifing ground about three Miles trom the 
old.thcy have built another Town, called New 
Candia, winch 1s the Relidence of the Twrkif 
Baſſa,where they have ttrongly tortincd then 
(clves, blocking up the City fo that now there 
15 no commerce at all but by Sea, which tur- 
nitheth the Candiots with plenty of proviſions, 
and all othcr neceflarics whatlogvcy. An

Aving, given you a Deſcription of 
Candia, we will procecd to the laſt 


Sizge and Surrender thercot, which 

we have no account of till about 
September 1666 and then all hopes of peace 
being laid alide,the Turks made ſome attempts 
upon Almiſſa, a ſtrong place in Dalmatis , 
but with little or no ſucceſs 3 and much about 
the fame time fell upon Marcaſca, a Town 
_ pon the Sca-coalts , which they intended to 
— General Cornaro rallied up thole 
Forccs he had, and could get together ſo ſud- 
denly, and marched towards the Enemy, man- 
ning out (cyeral Barques and Gallics , that 
might 
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might play on them with their Cannon, and 
do execution : yet kectore he appear'd , the 
Twrks had made an aſſault; but were {fo warm- 
ly receiv'd, that they wereþeat off with the 
Joſs of nigh 1500of their men which were left 
dead upon the place, beſides a conſiderable 
number ot wounded perſons which they 
brought off with them : and a few days after, 
made another aſſault upon the Town 3; bat Ge- 
meral Cornaro drew out of the Garriſon all the 
men privately in the night , undermining the 
Fort, with an intcnt to blow up the Turks : 
they came up furiouſly to the Walls, but tind- 
ing no Enemy, grew jealous of the Stratagem 
and retreated, and in a ſhort time ſaw the 
Mine hred, which made them march farther 
mto the Country ; but the Venetian Forces 
returned to Spalatto, and there continucd to 
obſerve the Enemies motion 

Little was done by them: till towards the 
latter end of this inſtant September, at which 
time ſome Twrks were diſcovered before Can 
diz Nueva 3 but they onely fired a few Guns 
and returned back to their Quarters 3 the Gar- 
riſon being well fortified, and furniſhed with 
men and proviſions. At the fame time they 
enade an attempt upon Gredan , a ſtrong Fort 
near Murcaſes 3; but they were fo vigorouſly 
entertained by the Belieged, that they were 


forced 
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forced to quit their Poſts vvith the loſs of four 
hundred men. 


In Ofdober the Turks of Canea took the Field 


with their peeces ot Cannon , intending to 


| lavy Contributions in the Country 3 and to

| pre 


vent all information, ſet ſtrong Guards up- 


| on the adjoyning Sea-coaſts. 


Tovvards the latter end of this Month 
Signior Barbaro, Proveditor-General, arrived in 
Candia \ his Predecefior Signior Prinli being 
upon h1s departure to Dalmatia in the quality 
of General. 

The Morlacks (vvho arc Croats or Dalma- 
tians, ſo called from the Hills vvhere they 
formerly lived, being a fort of people that for- 
ſook the Turkiſh bondage, and put themſelves 
under the Senates Government ) about this 
time made feveral incurſions into the Turkiſh 
Quarters vvith great ſucceſs, taking a conkde- 
able number ot Slaves, and bringing ſeveral 
droves of Cattle along vvith-them. 

In November the Grand Signior declar'd his 
reſolution to make War vvith the Republique, 
by making preparations both by Sea and Land 
to attempt Candza the next Spring 3 to wwhich 
purpoſe he lays great Subfidics upon his peo» 

throughout all his Dominions, and by his 
ight Gallies hath landed ſome Forces in 


Canes, This month alſo the Grand Vifeer 
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arrived in Canes, and was received with great 
joy , which the Txrks manifclicd by many 
days fcaſting z who relolved to take the Field 
as ſoon as the Seaſon would permit, and to 
lay cloſe Siege to Candia.: The Grand Signior 
himlclt giving all poſlible incouragement to 
the Levics, and promiſing cxtraordinary pay 
to thoſe that will liſt themſelves among the 
F aniſaries , with an exemption from , all 
Taxes and Subſidies. The Twrks preparati- 
ons being now very conhiderable tor ſome 
weighty deſigne , the Senate 'doth ſtrengthen 
the City againit all attempts 3 and though it 
be ſo well tortified by Nature, yet they detend- 
edit with above 1700 picces of Cannon, be- 
ing very well furnitht with cxpert Veteran Ot- 
hcers and Souldicrs. 

In December the Grand Viſiers 1atcntions to 
beliege Candia are daily more and more diſco» 
vered , which occalion'd General Corxaro and 
Marquiſs Villa to go to Candia with a couli- 
derable number of choice men to its aſſiſtance, 
Towards the latter cnd of this Mouth the 
Grand Viſier lay about Retimo, having a Body 
of 40000 Turks drawn together it the Field; 
and the Marquiſs Vila dilpoſed all things un 
good order and raiſcd ſcveral outworks which 

very much contribute to the ſirengthung 
of the City. About this time there was wu 
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the Siege of Candia. 17 
of a Treaty, to make the Chriſtians careleſs in 
their defence. 

In Fanuary the Turks drew near Candia, 
and the Garriſon made ſeveral brisk Sallies 
with ſome loſs to the Tarks , in one of which 
Vertmiler was ſlightly hurt. The Grand Viſier 
upon a general Muſter of his Forces in the Iſle 
ot Candia, tound his Army conliſted of 23900 
men, and iſſucd out Orders to all parts ad» 
joyning in the Tarks Dominions, to faſten re= 
cruts of Men and Ammunition, in'order to 
the (pcedy belicging of Candia, and to catt (c- 
veral vaſt Guns of extraordinary bufine(s, to be 
employed in that ſervice. The Chict Viſiter 
continucd (till at Retimo, making all neccflary 
proviſions for his intended delign 3 and fent 
{cveral of his Offcers to take a view of the 
City and her Fortincations , which the Mar- 
quifs did take daily care to ſtrengthen, and for 
the removal of all combuſtible matter out of 
the Houlcs, to avoid the cxccution of ther 
Morter-picces. Toward the latter cnd of 
this Month, the Venetian Convoy urrived at 
Cindia,under the command ot Semitecolsz and 
twelve Gallics laden with Bickee were fcnt 
into Candia by the Admiral of their Fleet 
riding at Paros, whoſe Squadrons were contt- 
nually cruiſing about the Sca to intercept the 
Proviſions detign'd tor the Turks, The Grand 
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Viſier was now indiſpos'd at Retimo, but or 
dercd the ſtrengthning of New Candia, intend * 
ig to raiſca B near the Lazaretto, to 
hinder the paſſage-o Republique's Veſſels 
for the relict of the City 3 againſt which the 
Venetian Forces cit .up a ſtrong Fort to beat 
them off, and prevent their nearer approaches. 
The Sultan then ſent freſh commands to the 
Viſier, to imploy the utmoſt of his power and 
endeavours tor the gaining of the Mctropolis 
The Viſiter being diflatishcd with the tormer 
proceedings ot the Baſſa's of Canea and Candis 
Nuova, he beheaded them both, and uſcd the 
Kke (cverity to ſeveral Othcers, under pretence 
that they were wanting mn the pertormance of 
their Dutics the laſt Summer. He hath al 
ways along with him the Aga of the F aniſaries 
as Pay-maltcr to the Army , whole advice 
{ways cxticamly with him in all matters of 
Importance. In the ratcrim the Senate is fit 
dious to defend their Territories againſt the 
common Encn:y. Now the Treaty that was 
ſet ou toot by the Prime Viſfter is wholly bro- 
ken off, being relolv*d ro proſecute the Siege 
vigorouſly. The }/ifier about the latter of 
January, or the beginning of February, de- 
parted from Retimo to Candia Nuova, intend- 
ing togo back to Canes. The Twrks labourcd 
hard at the Batterics before Candig, and _ 
that 
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that near the Lazaeretto,but with little ſucceſs ; 
for the beſieged plyed them very cloſely from 
their new Fort, and made a Sally, forcing the 
Twrks from their Batteries,killing five hundred 
npon the place, and raking forty tix Priſoners, 
with the loſs of forty men onely. The Prime 
Vifier now return*d ro Canea, as *twas thought 
to continue there, as a place of ſecurity during 
the InfeQtion, the Plague raging ſo violently 
inthe Camp - and their Admiral Baſſz to 
the Dardanellor with the major part ot the 
Fleer. 

In Febrazry the Grand Vifier in perſon with 
a party of Twrks took a view of the Poſts, the 
betrer to form his Leaguer againſt the City 3 
bat he was fo warmly entertain'd with Can- 
non , Morter-ptreces, and Oranadoes , that 
they tcl] into ſome diſorder; which the Garri- 
ſon perceiving, made a ſmart Sally upon him, 
forcmg him 0 quit the place and flce to Can- 
tis Nano, Veavitig his Nephew flain by a 
Cannonhot from rhe Walſs dead upon the 
phce, with othcr confiderable perſons. At 
Canea he remain'd in expectation of his Suc- 
cors of twenty thouſand mcn from the Grand 
$ignior + and im the mean time the Garriſon 
threw down all the Works calt up by the 
Farks againſt the Town, arid levelled all cheir 


Trenches. 
C a The 
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The Turkiſh Army was now very much 
viſited with the Plague, and deſtitute of Vis 
&tuals, ſo that the Viſier diſperſed his Forces 
about the Iſland, And much about this time, 
Signior Nicpla Lyon , Commander of one 
of the Venetian Ships, mct with a Turkiſh 
Veſſel laden with Proviſions, under the Con» 
dud of ix Gallics, who after an hours diſpute 
took hers at which the Viſier was. ſo hi 
incenſcd, that hc took oft the heads of. fix of 
the Captains, as being too xemals, and want» 
ing duty and courage to defend her. Towards 
the latter cnd of this Month, the Tarks with a 
conliderable party Marchcd ncar Candia, but 
were repullced with no inconliderable loſs; 
in which encounter two _Renegadoes of 
note were taken priſoners, and carricd into 
Candia- 

In the begianing of March, Signior Padzs+ 
vine , the Venetian Ambaſſador , arriv'd at 
Canes, upon whole approach, the Turkiſh 
Forces by order from the Grand Viher, being 
about 45000 1n number,were drawn together 
in his view : alſo a Body of Tarks a lictle af- 
ter came up to the Walls of Candies in a 
bravado, but were receiv'd fo itoutly by a 
party that Sallicd out againſt chem, that they 
were forced to quit their ſtation in confuſion 
and great diſorder, In this Month, m_ = 
middle 
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middle thereof, a Turkiſh Gallie carried off 
by the Chriſtian Slaves aboard of her, was 
brought into the Fleet : the manner of the 
ſurpriſe was as followerh : There were 189 
Twrks and upwards aboard this Gally, with 
their Officers, among whom there hapned 
to be a Renegado Grecian, who proving a 
penitent Apoſtate , contriv'd this plot, to 
free himſelf and the Chriſtian Slaves con» 
demn'd to the Oars : He went down pri- 
vately into the Hold,and made ſeveral holes 
tolet in the water; and having (o done, 
came haſtily upon the Deck ,crying out that 
the Veſſel had iprung ſo many and (o great 
Leaks,that it was irrecoverably loſt:hereupon 
the Turks made immediately to9a Rock not 
far off them , where they ran aſhore : the 
Slaves laying hold of this opportumty, row- 
ing off the Gally, ſtopped the Leaks,brought 
her to P ares, and preſented her to the Cap- 
tain-General ; who preſently ſent two Gal- 
lies well arm'd and man'd to the Rock, 
where they took all the Twrks ney) 
old Souldicrs and p:rſons ot EmineFy) ave 
or ſix onely excepted, who were drown'd, 
endcavouring to fave themſelves by (wim- 
ming, 

In Mzrch, ſome of the Venetian Ships 
kuccelstully engage with the Caravan or 
3 Convoy 


22 . An Acconit of 
Convoy frotn Alexandria ; the Admiral 
whereof had 300 ſtout Souldiers aboard 
of him brought out of Barbary z the Veſſel 
belonging to Tamis, which was commanded 
by the $anſack of Grand Cayro,or Viceroy of 
Egypt, who was by Orders from the Grand 
Signior to go to the afliſtance of the Grand 
Viſier, and to take upon him the command 
of the Baſla of Canes: he brought with him 
2000 Souldiers raiſed upon his own ac- 
count to that purpoſe, with ſeveral Ofkceets, 
who had made a {olemn vow to the Grand 
Signior to do their utmolt in the War, and 
$0 loſe their lives rather then to quit the 
Sicge. Thus Veſicl during the diſpute took 
fire, and was conſlum'd with its fraught, to 
the value of 200000 Reals, and 50000 
Zecchins defigned to pay the Grand Vilters 
Army, belidcs the private Gold of the O& 
ficers. Many of the men ſeeking their ſafe» 
ty in the Boat, were taken and made flaves 3 
apd fcveral other Yeſicls of that Convoy 
fell into the Chriftians hands with a conſt» 
gderable Booty, and one among the reft la» 
fdcu with noble Horſes for ſervice was taken 
by « Chriſtian Frivatccr that commanded 
a Fink. The Vihier hcaring ef this il] ſuc- 
cels , cut off the heads of three Captaius 
that aray'd at Caxes, and commanded ten 
ficth 
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freſh Gallics to reſcue the reſt of the Convoy, 
and conduct them fate to Canes, upon pan 
of death. 

About this time there was a Truce bc- 
tween them tor a {caſon;tor the repair ot the 
Ruincs on both lides occaſion'd by a dread- 
tul Earthquake that hapned on Holy-Thurſ- 
day, and i(cvcral others tince ; in thc tormcer, 
a great part of Albaniz luffer'd 5, it threw 
down many Houlcs in Catt ro, with a great 
part of the Wall towards the Seca, deftroy- 
mg 600 perions at leaſt; and Bu1z w2s 
wholly ſwallowed up, in which there pe- 
nihed the like number ot people, both thetz 
places being ſubject to the Republique 3 and 
Dulcigno and Caſtel Nava, two places be- 
longing to the Twrks,were both ſunk; which 
was the cauſe of this Truce between the Ve- 
netian and the Turk, 

General Cornaro and the Marquiſs Deg? 
Odd: were imyloyed to repair the da» 
mages ſuftcred at Cattaro by this Earth» 
QUAIKC. 

In the Month of April 1667, the Grand 
Viher plained the Country tor tive Miles to- 
gether about the Port of Fx4a; cutting 
down the Trees and Vines, and driving, 2- 
way all the Cattle, that-the Garrifon mgat- 
not be (upplycd trom thoſe parts : whiltt m 
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the mean time the people belonging to th: 
Republique were very induſtrious, and fini- 
ſhed ſeveral Out-works which did very 
much ſtrengthen Candia 3 betides, Captain- 
Gencral Moroſini (cnt large Supplies ot Pro» 
viſions and Moncys into the City in ſeveral 
Veſſcls commanded by Captain Gio. Moroſini. 
But the Vitier hnding his Army to conliſt 
of 50000 men , having received ſupplics 
trom the Ottoman Court , raiſcd his Bat- 
teries againſt the Fort of St. Demetrims 3 who 
was manfully withſtood by the Detendants, 
with {ome lo[s to the Befiegers. The Tarks 
having found an opportunity to convoy 
forty Gallies with Souldiers and Ammuni- 
tion into Canea, were ſo much incouraged 
hereby, that they a little after gave a bulic 
aſlault to Sw4z , a conliderable Fortrels of 
the Venetians , but were beaten off with 
much ſlaughter. 

In May, the Turkiſh Saiques taking their 
way by the South-Sca, arrived at Gira Pe- 
tra , and put aſhore 5000 Faniſarics 3 
which ſo hcartned the Army, that the Viticr 
relolved upon the Siege of Candia : to this 
end he dilern''d all the Gallics, imploying 
the Souldics iz: his Army , apd the Slaves as 
P'oncers to work in the Trenches and 
[ccci'y railkcd three Batteries againſt the 
three 
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three principal Bulwarks of that Cityzwhich 
the Chriſtians defended with extraordinary 
valour. But the Viſier being ſenſible ot the 
Grand Stgnior's high diſpleaſure, attempted 
them with all his force, and played upon 
their Forts with his Batteries, intrenching 
5000 men before the Fort St. Demetrius, 
battering it with 100 of pieces of Cannon z

mata. The Sicge vvas very induſtriouſly 
managed by the Grand Viſier, their Forces 
vvell ordered, and their Cannons continu» 
ally roaring 3 they gave a ſtout aſſault, but 
vvere rcpullt vvith conſiderable damage. 
The Vilici being oblig'd upon his ovvn rc- 
putation to hazard his vvhole Army, made 
{ix furious aſſaults upon the City, but vvas 
in all bcatcn off vvith the loſs of 12000 
men, at lcalt, in theſe attempts. For tvven- 
ty days time that the Turks had ſpent in the 
Siege of C.ndia, they gained not ſo much 
as one foot ot ground 3 and their great Bat- 
teries and Cannon did littic injury, being at 
too great a diltance, and mounted too high, 
{o that by falling npon the higheſt Houlcs 
they onely beat off Lome Tiles, and threvv 
dovvn ſome Chimnies;z vvhich vvas all the 
eXccution that vvas done. The Chriſtian 
Privatcers did do the Republique excellent 
Service at Seaz among others one called 
the Notali, having ſeven hundred mien a- 
board, took in tevy days above tvventy 
TIZCS. 
* General Villa made a luſty Sally out of 
Candia, 
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Candia with 2000 choice men , vvho fell 
upon one of the 'Twrks Volts vvith tuch 
courage and re{olution,that he made a great 
ſlaughter among them, they bemg out of 
order 3 but at length rallying together, pur- 
ſued the General , vvho drevy them 1nto 
a place prepar'd tor that purpoſe, and then 
ordered the Mincs to be fired 3 vyhich vvas 
ſo ſuccelstully ctfected, that accotding to the 
information ot a Renegado attcrwaxds, near 
3000 Twrkg were deftroyed. 

Oa the 2$ of May, the Turks began ſome 
violent attaqucs upon the Fort near Bezblems, 
and thc Gate Pamigra 3 aud that morning 
they played upou the Bulwarks with two 
picces of Canuon, which were antwer'd by 
the Guns trom their Counter-batterics and 
Courtigcs. 

The 29 theEnemy mad: nearer approaches, 
and began with two Guns on-ly co batter 
the Bulwarks of Jeſis 3 but the Chriltians 
with their Guns trom the Galiies, and thoſe 
from the Works, play'd upon the Turks 
ſo warmly, that they were dilordercd, and 
the Graud Vilicr forced to change his 
Polt. 

On the 3o the Zarks onely wrought 
hard to raite 4 Battcry againlt St» Andrews 
Fort, 

The 
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The 31 the Encmy aſſaulted the Fort with 
great tury 3 and in that days ſervice Captain 
Galeazzo, an Officer of Piedmont, was un* 
fortunately flain by a Shot in the Out-work 
of St. Maries , and Colonel Caftanewf, but 
the Savoyards under his command, to re- 
venge his death, did fall that night upon the 
Turks with Hand-Granadoes , Swords and 
Piſtols, allifted by fume other Forces, and 
made a great confulion among them, com- 
pelling them to leave their Works with 
much diſorder. The Savoyards followed 
them unto one of their Redoubts, and ſlew a 
conliderabic number of them 3 the Guns 
from, the Town in the mcan time play- 
ing upon the Encmy, to hindcr their pur- 
(uit. 

Fame the firſt, there was little or no 
actian 3 onely the Enemies Cannon hring, 
diſmonnted a Gun in the Fort Marti-

wire the ſecond , they formed another 
Battery, and hred at the Bclicged with two 
other picces of Cannon, bringing up a Gal- 
liot with another Veſſel to turmth-them 
with Proviſions, wherewith they were la- 
den 3 and the Vernetians ſent out two Gal- 
lics to ingage them, but they were fo ſtout- 
ly detcnded by their Battcrics, that - the 
Gallics 
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Gallics were forced to betake themſelves to 
their own Fort for proteQtion, 

The ſame morning,the Twrks laid an Am- 
buſh near the Out-work of Mocenigo, to in- 
tercept the Venetians, and prevent the relief 
of their Guards ; but they were valiantly re- 
ſiſted and put to flight , leaving many of 
them dead upon the place, belides thole that 
were kill d in the retreat, which were more 
in number. 

Fane the third, the Turks ſpent this 
morning, in intcrring their dead, and in Fu- 
neral-Ceremonies 3 but that afternoon they 
fred very thick upon the Town, with 
Bullets of $0, 90, and 120 pound weight. 

Zune the fourth, they approached within 
a ſtones caſt of the Walls; aud that vight 
there was a reſolute $kirmiſh before 
Panigra , where they were received with 
—_ of Musket, and plenty of Cannon» 

ot. 

Fune the fifth, in the morning, near the 
Works of St. Mary they railed a new Bat- 
tery, playing upon the Belieged with four 
great Guns and wrought very hard tocaſt 
up a Trench to {ccure a Paſſage for their Ar- 
tullcry, in which they were defended by a 
great number of Muſqueteers, drawn thi 


ther for that deſigne 3 but they had fuct a 
peal 
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peal of Ordnance, Small-ſhot and Grana- 
does from the Town , that they 'defifted 
from their enterprize, with an cxtraordina- 
ry loſs of men; the Beſieged onely had 
ſome tew Souldiers wounded, bur loſt not 
one man that day. 

Fane the iixth, the Guns onely played on 
both hides. 

The ſeventh, the Turks plyed again theit 
Works, and made their news ws with 
greater preparation then formerly, working, 
under ground. 

The cighth inſtant they raiſed another 
Battery againſt St. Andrews Bulwark, and 
endeavoured the reparation of their old 
Battery at the Lazaretts, but the Marquils 
Fills ordered a Counter-battery well plant- 
ed with Guns to be made to ſecure the 
place, and in his retreat by the Mwle, re- 
ceived a flight hurt in his hand by the 
flying of the Stoncs, occaſion*d from Can- 
non-thort that ftrook upon the Walls. That 
night they made a Sally from the Halt- 
moon of Mocexigo 3 where there was a ſharp 
hghc which continued for many hours , but 
concluded with great flaughrer of the Ene- 
my, by the Cannon and Morter-pieccs trom 
the City-works. 

On the ninetcenth of July Signior _ 

wit 
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with two Gallies,and not long after Signior 
Carenzo Piſani, who was choſcn Froveditor 
for Canis, centred the Port with Succours 
for the City : and the ſame Evening his Ex- 
cellency Captain-General Moroſini followed 
them Incognito with two Gallies more. He 
was at his landing near the Arſenal,rcccived 
by Signior Barbero with great joy, and all 
the Martial Ceremonies uſual upon ſuch oc- 
cafhons 3 who preſented him with the Keys 
of the City 3 and with a great Train of Of- 
hcers and Souldiers, accompanied with Sig- 
nior Maro Proveditor to the Fleet 3 and the 
Proveditor of the Iſle attended him to his 
Coach, and the Lodgings prepar'd for him: 
He paſſed under a Triumphal Arch cre&ed 
in the great Street for him, kcing met alſo 
by the Cavalry at the Gates ot the City, 
and faluted by the great Gunsz the whole 
City tcttifying their extraordinary joy and 
(atisfachon tor his arrival, by their loud 
Acclamations and rare Fire-works. 

The next morning the Twrks at break of 
day diſcharged a great Volley of Muſquets 
and Cannon againſt the City , which the 
Bclieged (tcorning tobe indebted ro them) 


.rcturn'd from the Walls. 


The ſame morning Colonel Chateaunenf 
attaqited a Redoubt caſt up by the Enemy 
NCar 
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near Panigra, to give the Captain-General 
ſome ſignal teſtimony of the courage and 
reſolution of the Bclieged, and very freely 
threw his Hand-granadoes among, them : 
but the Turks being prepar'd for their re- 
ception, iſſucd out, and preſſed very hard 
and cloſe upon them yet they, being (c- 
conded by another party commanded by 
the Captains Caſteli, Bonefort, and a third 
whole name we have no ccrtain knovviedge 
of , renewed thcir aſſault, and did conti- 
derable exccution upon the Tarks : but the 
Alarm being by this time grown warm, 
and great numbers coming to thcir a(- 
ſiſtance, the Candists retir'd to the Covert 
way .of the Fort Panigrs, and the Encmy 

d them with great ſhouting 3 and 
notwithſtanding the Paliſadoes,and a Guard 
of forty Muſquetcers that play'd upon them 
with their Vollics, they were torc'd to leave 
their Colonel Chateaunenf behind them, 
and ſhelter themſclves in the Moat 3 but he 
with an inconliderable number of Officers 
valiantly beat off the Enemy twice or thrice 
together , and was at lalt relieved by Scr- 
jeant Major Motta, who Sallying out of the 
Fort , beat back the Tarks into their Re- 
doubt with a great ſlaughter 3 he himſelf 
recciving a ſhot in the breaſt, but without 
hurt, 
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hurt , his Armor being well tryed, and of 
proof. In this attaque the Chriſtians came 
off with the loſs of one Serjeant, two Soul- 
dics, and two others wounded. 

At the ſame time Colonel Martinam,Com- 
mander of P anigra,ſent out twelve Souldiers 
with Granadoes, and forty Foot-men com» 
manded by Major Bricheras Licutcnant, to 
aflault another Redoubt caſt upon the right 
hand ot the Fort 3 which they performed 
with great courage, beating out the Twrks, 
and putting many of them to the Sword ; 
but the Enemy growing more numerous, 
they retreated , their Licutenant keing ſhot 
dead under the Redoubt 3 but like true Soul- 
diers , reſolving, not to leave the Bouy of 
their Othcer in the power of the Enemy, 
they rcturn'd upon them,and with great va» 
lor torced them to give ground, taking - + 
the'Body, and rctiring, to their Works wit 
much glory and renown. 

The $ avoyard;s alſo,bcing, but 66 Officers 
and Souldiers, with Granadoes, under the 
Command of Colonel Torre , Sallicd out 
from the Ravelin of Bethlem, and tell upon 
the Encmies Line, where a Body of Turks 
ſtood upon their Guard to defend the 
Pioncers z and there hapned a very hot 
diſpute 3 but they (ending out a n_—_

of Sawoyards to allift them, the Enemy was 
beatcn trom the Line, and forced to ſeek 
ther fatety in ſome of their Redoubts , lea» 
ving 60 of their party dead upon: the place, 
tour of whoſe heads the Candiots brought 
with them, and prcſented to the Captain- 
Gencral, whole valour in this noble attempt 
was xewarded with torty Reals 3 and in this 
Service they were {o tortunate , as to come 
off with the loſs of a ſingle Souldjer. Co» 
lonel Arborio and Marino, with the Count 
Bruſano Captain of the Guard to Marquils 
Villa, fallicd out of the Polt of St. Mary, 
with a party of hfty men 3 torced the Tarks 
out of two ſeveral Redoubts, kill'd a con- 
fidcrable number ot them, and loſt onely 
one Scrjcant. 

- There was allo great execution done up- 
on the Enemy by a Squadron that ifſued 
from the Fort of St- Demerriws , who 
ilaughtred many of them. 

The Turks being by this time ſuffcient- 
ly Cnlible of their ſuccclslcts procedings by 
Batterics and open force, were wholly bent 
upon their Mincs,1mploying conſtantly night 
and day tcn thouſand Pioneers to work in 
them 4 whereupon they advanced greatly 
in thor approaches, the drinels of the Sca- 
{on contributing yery much to their de» 
Y ſignes, 
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figneszand laboured extreamly to meet with 
the Mines trom the. Out-works 3 ſome 
' whecrcot the Chriltians did fpring and blow 
| up , which proved very tatal and deſtru- 
| tive tothe Tarks. In theinterim the great 
ſhot fly very liberally on both ſides, but wich 
little damage to the City, onely beati 
down the tops of ſome Churches and high 
Houſes, with the loſs of four or five per- 
ſons. The Twrks {till plyed the City very 
cloſe with their Guns trom the Batteries 3 
and throwing Morter-picces into the Town, 
with little loſs to the Belicged , but great 
loſs to the Belicgers: The Chriſtian Cor» 
ſayrcs did very conſiderable ſervice by crui- 
ſing upon the Sca, and in the Archipelago 3 
by which mcans they did infinitely inrich 
themſelves, having taken ſeveral great 
Prizcs, and intercepted the Encmies Veſſels 
which were laden with Provilions intended 
for their Armics fupply. 

Now the Turks began to be very (paring 
of thetr Cannon-ſhot, which was (ſuppoſed 
to be tor want ot Powdcr 3 who handing 
little or no ſuccels thereby, they fell to their 
Mines , and ſprung one made under the 
Out-work ot the Half-moon of Mocenigo, 
and centred the breach,took polſcthon there- 
ot 3 lalling fitty Souldiers placed there to 
D 2 dctend 
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defend it : The Enemy being elevated with 
this ſucceſs, ſent 3000 men to make good 
the place, of which they continued Maſters 
for the ſpace of one day and a halt; but 
Marquiſs Villa knowing that it might prove 
advantagious to them in atraquing the next 
Work , was reſolved to diſpoſlels them 
and therefore he nobly iſſued out with a 
Party of able Souldiersy and at the ſame 
time gave hre to a Mine, formerly made un- 
der it, though undiſcovered by the Enemy, 
which blew up fo ſucceſsfully , that the 
Turks periſht molt miſerably in the ruines 3 
and then the Marqueſs falling in among the 
reſt, attcr a ſharp and bloody hight of fix 
hours contmuance, beat them oft, and re- 
gain'd the place, with the lols of 300 of his 
own men, and above 2000 Turks. 

The next day the Grand Viter, having 
had fo great a loſs of his beſt Souldiers, 
called a Council of his principal Bafſa's 3 
where it was refolv*d, that they ſhould ſend 
a Trumpeter to the Captain-General, to de- 
fire that Signor Giaverina might come and 
treat with them in order to an agreqment :; 
but Colonel! Vecchia went out in ro 
they not approving, of ſending out qhe for- 
mer at preſent; and he was courtcouſly 
recciv'd by the whole Army, but _oocny 
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by the Viſter, who treated him with a coſtly 
Collation 3 telling him, That if his General 
wanted Provifions,he would treely ſend him 
what his Camp did afford : but the Colonel 
after thanks return'd tor his civil proffer, af- 
ſured him that the City was (o plentifully 
ſupplycd by the Fleee, that they could not 
ftand in need of any thing : he was ſafcly 
ſent back to the City, with much importu» 
nity that Giaverina might be admitted to 
treat with them z which vvasat laſt conde- 
(cended unto, and he vvas reeciv*d by the 
Turks vvith great joy , vvho vvelcom'd 
him vvith all their Caymons, and faluted 
him vvith ſeveral Mwſgueteers 3 the general 
cry through the vvhgle Camp being nothing 
but Peace, Peace. At this time the Venues 
tians rccciv*d very ccrtain intelligence, that 
the Turks Army did not conlitt of above 
25000 men, the Svyvard and Sicknets having 
ſvvept avvay the one half of their Army 3 
though ſuccours vvere daily expected from 
Morez. About this time the Captain Baſſa 
vvas diſcovercd near the Ile Cerigo, vvhere 
he had landed ſeveral of his men 3 but the 
Venetian Gallies coming to ingage him, he 
put off to Sca vvith ſuch haſte, that he Iett 
200 of his men behind him , vvhich vverc 
taken by the Candiots and made laves, 
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But this Treaty like the reft ſoon vaniſh» 
ed, and came to nothing. The Turks con- 
tinuing ſti!] their Works under-ground, put- 
ting all ther contidence in the Mines, vvhich 
the Beheged laboured to fruitrate by their 
Counter-Mines 3 yet they applyed their 
greatett force and Works againit Panigra 3 
labouring hard at their Mines, vvhich they 
often ſprung on every fide, and in the mean 
time plycd the Tovun and Fort, eſpecially, 
vvith great and (mall ſhot : but the Be 
ficged are not backvvard, either in the one 
or the other, fo that the Enemies deſigns 
prove unſuccelstul. 

Betore Panigra the Turks raiſed one very 
large Battery that had nine' great Guns , 
from wvhence they playcd-turiouſly tor ma-' 
ny days together, and vvere anf(vvercd by 
the Belieged, vvith extraordinary loſs to rhe 
Behiegers 3 for above x 2000 Turks penthed 
by the Candiots Salhies, Shot,Granadoes and 
Mancs, with fcveral Captainyot Note and ex- 
pericnced Othcers among them. The Veneti- 
ans having loſt ſince the beginning of tlie 
Sicge about 1000 men, with fomeComman- 
dcerzamong whom Baron Barons is one, vvho 
vvas kilPd by a Muſquet-thot on the 26 of 
July. And the Ladics,& others of that tender 
Scx, did give as ſignal teftimonics of _ 
an

courage & valour in the defence of the Town, 
as the menz among vvhom the Wite of Co+ 
loncl Mort a,vvho vvas Coloneſs of the Kegi- 
ment of Women, bchaved her fclt vvith 
incredible rcfolution and infinite courage 3 
vvhole death vvas much Jlamcentcd, ſhe be- 
ing unhappily killd by the fall ot 'a Walk, 
beaten dovyn by the Belicgers Cannon 3 
yvho ſtil] are very intent upon the Sicge,and 
approach nearer and nearer the Tovvn, by 
che daily ſpringing of their Mines, ſhaking 
the vvhole City vvith the force of them 3 and 
are conſtautly aſſaulting , but 2s conſtautly 
repuls'd and beaten oft; and 300 of them 
loſt tha lives, belides. a' great many more 
buried 18 their ovvn ruines, by the blovving 
up oft one ot the Venctians Counter-manes. 
But che Turks by their trequently reprarcd 
and continucd Batterics, had by this time 
made a great breach in the lett Horn of che 
Fort Panigra, and another in that of Mo- 
cenigno > and on the eleventh of Azguit 
they gave a violent aflault to both z and to 
divert the Candiots, did at. the fame time 
form the Tovvn at ſeveral other places 3 
bur by the courage of the Belieged vveree- 
very vvhere repuls'd vvith great flaughter 3 
the Beliegers leaving, many of their dead 
behind them, vyhoſe heads adorn the 
D 4 Houl.s 
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Hoaſes of the Venetian Officers, vvhcrevvith 
they are ſet round,as Trophies of their Va» 
lour, and revvards of their reſolution. Yet 
the Turks are no vyays diſcouraged, but are 
principally incouraged by a Renegado Jc- 
(uit called Lys Grange,who is courtcouſly en» 
tertain'd by the Vilicr, aud wholly (way'd 
by his advice, 

The Turks now make uſc of ſeveral 
Gunners that are Chriſtians , whom they 
have compell'd into their ſervice by force, 
or drawn them in by flattery 3 and to ter- 
rihe the reſt, they cut off the head of one 
of them, who was ſuſpected not to have 
hred his Gun to the beſt advange. They 
ſill continued ſpringing of their Mines 3 
which occaſions many daily ſharp encoun- 
ters 3 and the courage of the Candiets 1s as 
frequently fignaliz*'d by the great ſlaughter 
of the Turks : which fo incenſed the Vi- 
ficr, that he commanded a general affaulr, 
which was perform'd with a noiſe as great 
as their fury , and for a cankhderable 
time continued with much obſtinacy z but 
they hnding the greatcit luſs to be their 
own,and the Dctendants inconlidcrablc 3 the 
Vilter gave over the aſſault, whole crouble 
and almoſt deſpair is encrealed by the great 
wants of necellary Frovitiuns 1n the _— 
al 
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and the difficulty of being ſupplyed, by rea- 
ſon of the indetatigable indutiry & diligence 
of the Venetian Squadrons,who ſo continual- 
ly cruiſe betore Canes, that they cannot ſical 
in with thcir Veſſels: inſomuch that the 
Turks grew tull of deſpondencie,conlidering 
that in 10 long a Siege after ſo many men loſt, 
ſo many aſlaults made, and ſo many Mines 
{prung, they had not as yet made themſelves 
malters of any one Out-work of the Chritti- 
ans z and though the Turks were in great 
wants, yct the Venetians were deſtitute of 
nothing that was neceſſary, cithcr ot men, 
money, Ammunition,gor any other Frovitions 
whatlocver. 

But the Turks ſtill made daily aſſaults, 
(pringing trcſh Mines 3 yet by the prudence 
and condudt of - the Beticycd,thcir attempts 
have been trultrated. Now the Turks Can- 
ndn had torne ſome houles, and beat dowr. 
{ome part of their Walls:but the great num- 
bcr of Granadocs ſhot trom the Enemies 
Morter-picces, did the greateſt prejudice to 
the Town. 

Now che Captain-general, for prevention 
of all ſurprizes, commanded all his Souldicrs 
to keep then Polts allotted them, by a vc» 
ry liri Proclamations and Ordered that 
all forts ot Viccuals thould be (a.d 1 exr the 
Walls 
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Walls of the Town, to remove all pretences 
for their ablence. 

Then the Turks raiſed a Battery near the 
Poſt, but to no purpoſe 3 and bent the 
moſt contiderable force they had agamft the 
Out-works of Mocenigo and Paniera , and 
did them fome damage by the often ſpring- 
ing of Mines, and cluctly that ot Panigrs. 
At this time Signior Gugtiniano Commiſiary 
of the Vidctuals , with two" other Officers, 
were killd by the blowing up of one of 
them,which wholly dettroycd the Lett-horn 
of Paxigrs : and another Mine blew up the 
Counterſcarp. Upon,an exact view of all 
the Souldicrs in the City, it was tound that 
about 1500 had 'been killed fince the 
Sicge» but that there were ſtill above 
10000 able men lett to detend the 
place. 

Now the Graud Vitier being more intent 
then cvcr upon the taking, of the City, gave 
order that materials tor building Huts and 
Lodges convenient tor the Souldiers, ſhould 
be brought to the Leaguer, intending, to lye 
betore the Town all the Winter ; rclolving 
not to railc the Scige till he had either ta- 
ken the Town, or loſt his whole Army in 
the AttemPt. 

And the Turks having made their ap» 
proachcs 
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proaches to the Halft-moon of Mocenigo and 
the Fort Paxigra, lodged themiclves m the 
Trenches thereof 3 and in a fmall time 
fprang ſeveral Mines under cach Work , 
which took fo cfkeEtually, that a wide breach 
was mad: in both places; and the fame night 
they immediately made a deſperate affault, 
appearing, in great numbers upon the 
breaches, diſtinguiſhed by forne white upon 
their Armes : but the Belicged being very 
well prepar'd to receive them, the Turks, 
after a ſmart tight, were forced by the Gar- 
fiſon to give over the Attempt, with a great 
lo's of men, and ſome Colours. So that 
the Enemy being fo conſtantly defeated in 
their deſigns upon theOut-works,have given 
over tholc places, being much diſcouraged 
by their great loſſes. The Viſier therctore 
commanded the Pioneers to undermine the 
Town-ditch; which the Chriftian Othcers 
obſcrving, by their Counter-mines within 
endcavourcd to deteat them, and with great 
pood fuccels met with one of their Gab 
Ieries, which they abſolutely ruin'd, and bu- 
ned the Turks therein that were imployed 
in that buknels. The Cendiets about this 
time reccived a recruit of 2000 Souldiers, 
and 200009 Crowns for their cncourage- 
mcnt, 
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In September, the Grand Viſier finding 
that his Souldicrs, cſpecially the F aniſaries, 
were ready to break out into a mutiny, and 
threatned to leave the Siege, being impati- 
ent at the tediouſnel(s thereof, relolv*'d to 
put things to a ſpeedy iſſue 3 and therefore 
commanded a general aſſault to be made, 
which was accordiagly executed. The Turks 
did ftorm the Breacacs very turiouſly 3 but 
were reliſted ſo valiantly by the Belicged , 
that aftcr a herce and bloody diſpute, they 
gave over with the lals of 5000 men : The 
Chrittans loſs was allo gat, who had 1500 
of their men ſlain z among whom were hve 
Noblemen of Venice,who with great honour 
{old their lives in a defenſive War againſt 
the Common Enemy of Chriſtianity. The 
Turks tinding their labour fruitleſs, natwiths 
ſtanding, thcir endcavours to lodge them- 
{elves in the breaches of Paxigrs and Moce- 
nigoy have fince ſpent their time in fil- 
ling the Trenches between the Bulwarks 
of thoſe two Forts, to hinder all communi- 
cation between them 3, and to that purpoſe 
they had brought thither a great quantity 
of carth, though with conſiderabl: lols and 
danger and were in hopes to make a paſ- 
ſage to the left Angle of the Fort Panigrs , 
where they had made the widcſt breach 1 
X but 
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but the Beficged, to fruſtrate their deſignes, 
appear'd upon the breach with a party of 
ſecle&t Souldiers, and a certain number of 
Slaves taken out of the Gallies that rid 
then in the Harbour, who behav*d them- 
ſclves ſo couragiouſly, that the Enemy re- 
treated 3 and the Chriftians in the interim 
caſt up ſo ſtrong a defence in that part of 
the breach, clearing all to the Trench, and 
throwing, out the Earth they caſt in, that 
there was little encouragement for a ſc- 
cond attempt : belides, they placed a Ma- 
chine over againſt the Breach, (which was 
the invention of Captain-General Morofini ) 
which was Muſquet-proof, and could cons 
tain 20 Souldiers z where they might fafely 
manage their Arms to defend the Breach. 
Many Mines were daily ſprung, and one of 
the Chriſtians did notable exccution, where 
by blowing up twelve Barrels of Powder, 
there happened a great ſlaughter among 
the Turks; and many of their bodies were 
thrown into the Trench. 

The Bclicged aliſo made many ſucceſs- 
ful Sallics, and to their great encourage- 
ment had receiv'd a ſupply of two thou- 
land men, with ſtore ot all neceſſary Pro- 
vitions, that arrived ſafc at Candia in their 
Convoy, which conſiltcd of twelve a : 
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This made them reſolve upon a general 
Sallie out of the City, which was pertorm- 
ed with great loſs to the Turks. The Enemy 
being almolt tyrced out with the Siege (clpe- 
cally the 7 aniſaries and Spabi ) their Army 
bring reduced trom 60000 to 20000, were 
relolv'd to quit the Sicge 3 yet the Vilier by 
his great diligence and large promilcs per- 
{wades them ſtill co continue at the Sicge , 
where they till beat the Town vvich their 
Ordnance. | 

But among, other late adventures, in 
Ottober, about tour Gally-ſlaves, bclongiag 
to the Venetian, being imployed in one of 
the Out-vvorks,dilcovercd about 100 Turks 
dravving ncar them in a Body 3 vwhereupon 
one of them, vvhole name vvas Breſſaw, 
making himſclt Captain , encouraging his 
Companions , and taking ſuch vveapons 
as came next to hand, iſſued gut upon the 
Turks vvith great reſolution; Kill'd 3o of 
them in a very ſmall time, vvounded many 
ot the reſt,and put them all to flight tor their 
lafety : Breſſano having m this Sally given a 
futhcicut teltumony of his great courage, by 
killing 16 of them vvith his ovvn hand. The 
Captaiu-General at this very inſtant {tand- 
ing upon the Walls, and oblerving all pat- 
lages, cnt for him, and commending hum 
tor 
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his valour, rewarded him with' a Gold+ 
Chain, and the Command of a Company 
of Foot 3 being very liberal in beltowing 
moneys upon the reſt of the Slaves, and cn- 
rolling them into a Company. Much a» 
bout this time an Age with four Turks 
ficd into Candis, with a conliderable ſum 
ot money; and ten or twelve thouſand 
Turks had quitted the ſcrvice, being weari- 
cd with expectation, and tir'd out with the 
Sicgez which extreamly mcenſcd the Vitier 3 
yet he gave order for the repair of the Fort 
of New Candia, which hc at his firſt ſet- 
ting down betore the City had demoliſhed 
as altogether uſcleſs ; being refolv'd to 
{pcnd the whole Winter in lying betore the 
Town: and in order thereunto, ſent out (e« 
veral diſpatches into Egypt , Barbary, and 
all other places in the Ottoman Empire 3 
threatning the Baſla's with ſevere and pre» 
ſent puniſhment, if not abſolutely and 
{pecdily obey'd. 

The Grand Signior was now arriv'd at 
Morea in perlon, to haſten the tranſporta- 
tion of freth toxces, intending to ſummon 
together the whole ſtrength of his Empire, 
rather then deſert the Sicge diſhonourably. 
Yet notwithſtanding the great loſſes ot men, 
the tcdioulncis ot the Sicge, the fruſtrating 
ot 
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of their deſignes in their aſſaults above, and 
the ſucceſslcincs of their Mines under 
ground , the impatience of the Grand Sig- 
nior , maugre all diſcouragement what- 
ſoever , they ſtill engage in many warm 
diſputes, and cndcavour to hill up the 
Trenches z but the Belheged ftill beat them 
off, and throw out what they caſt in : 
but the Chriſtian Officers lookt upon this as 
prejudicial, and time ill ſpent, fccing the 
Enemy from one of his Battcrics planted 
upon the Counterſcarp , deſtroyed their 
Blinds, and laid them open to thcir Small- 
ſhot 3 therefore they refolv*d to deltroy the 
Battery, and imploycd the Pioncers to that 
_ who ſprung a large Mine, which 

ew it up wholly, with a great number of 
Turks, burying all their Cannons in its 
ruines, together with the Muſtzpha Baſla , 
Beilerbeg of Anatolia, one of the moſt con- 
fiderable -perſons among them , and who 
chiefly advis'd the carrying on the Sicge on 
that ſide of the City. Several other Mines 
were ſprung the day tollowing on both tides, 
by which the Paxigra was cotally deltroy'd , 
and reduc'd to a heap of rubbith, though 
ſtill defended with infinite valour 3 the 
Chriſtians appearing in white Armor, to the 
terror of the Enemy. After this, the Be- 
licg.d 
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ſeged made many Sallies , and in their re- 
ticat drew the Enemy over Mines which 
were prepar'd for them 3 and when the 
Chriſtans ſaw their opportunity, fir'd them 
with great execution, and in little time 
beat them to their ſecond Redoubt, returning 
with Arms and Baggage in all their Sallies. 
Yet the Turks by the approeches of their 
Galleries made their advances with great 
obſtinacy, ſpringing divers Mines upon the 
Trenches of the City, with great dama 
to the Paliſadocs of the Falrbray near = 
joyning z but the Chriſtians, by their indu- 
ſtry, placed new Palifadoes on the Falrbray : 
The Turks {till working their Mines with 
all the ſubtilty imaginable z one whereof 
they (prung,which was under the Half-moon 
at the right-hand ot the Panigrs, which al- 
moſt fll'd a part of the Trench near the 
Front of the Bulwark Bethlem with its 
ruines3 of which the Turks were reſoly'd 
to niake the belt advantage they could , 
and that very night were making preparati- 
ons for a ttorm 3 but there tell tuch violence 
rain in the night, that they were torced to 
deſiſt. Afterwards they ſprung another 
Mine in the Graft, which removed many 
Paliſadoes,and endangered the perſon of the 
Marquiſs Vills. Another Mine of the E- 
k nemics 
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mics which was ready to ſpring, was ha 
fly diſcovered by the Chyittians, and the 
wder reniov'd: the Enemy afterwards, 
when they thought it convenient, fir*d the 
Train, bcing. hig with expectation of thg 
Mac 3 bar eficy were fect upon by a party 
of the Belieged, who alfa gave firc to two 
Mines of their own near Mocenigo, and one 
of 35 Barrels of Powder, which over- 
whclm'd many Turks in the ruines, and diſ- 
ordered 'thtir Mines in thoſe places. 

Now the Garriſon having rfceiv'd a con- 
ſiderable ſupply of treſh Souldicrs and ſome 
Horſe, they made a reſolute Sally ; and the 
Turks drawing up all thcir forces , main- 
tain'd the diſpute two hours together ; 
bart they were at laſt beatcn into their own 
Trenches , "with great loſs of their - chict 
Captains and Commanders, beſides private 
Souldicrs 3 the Grand Viſiter himſclf cfca- 
ping not without great hazzard of his lie, 
or impriſontnent. The Turks Army bcing 
now reduced to 18000, were refolv*d upon 
a dernier effort, and to make a gencral Sally 3 
but were repuls'd with great ſlaughter, 

Now fince the Turk had madc everal 
experiments of the valor of the Candiets, 
by Aſſaults and Skirmiſhes which prov'd 
unſucceſsful , he endeavour'd to obtain by 
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ſtratagem what he could not do by force 3 
to which cnd they ſhot ſeveral Arrows in- 
to the City, to which they had taſtned Let- 
ters, both in French and Italian, which con- 
tain'd many Arguments to pcr{ſwade | the 
Chriſtians to a ſurrender 3 bragging of their 
Supplics they ſuddenly expectad, reſolving, 
not to quit the Siege 3 menacing them, up- 
on their retuſal,with all the extremities us'd 
by an incenfed Enemy. 

On the httcenth of November, in the E- 
vening, the 'Grand Viſicr diſcharged all his 
Cannon , which were [cconded with five 
Vollzys of Muſquetecrs, three of them with 
Bullets, and two without 3 accompanied 
with great ſhouts, and ſetting up many 
Lights about the Camp 4 which made the 
Chrittians jealous of ſome” large” Succours 
ſent them, or ſome extraordinary expeCta- 
tion from thcir- Mines :- but they drew up 
ther men , and commanded them to ftand 
all night to their Arms; and in the morn- 
ing they tound 1t onely to be a Turkith Ro- 
domontado, a mecr Artificc- ot the Grand 
Viters, by throwing out reports of Succours 
and Supplics, to railc the drooping ipintsot 
the Souldiers. 

The fixtcenth of November , bcing the 
Anniverlary of St. Giaſtinas , on which in 
E 2 the 
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the year 1570, the Chriſtians gain'd a glo- 
rious Victory againſt the Turks, was cele- 
brated by the Befieged with as much true 
zeal and joy , as that of the Turks the 
day betore was counterfeit and feigned. 
Some few days after, the Grand Signior ſent 
the Viſier a Veſt and Scimiter as a preſent; 
which he recciv'd, with ſome Moneys for 
the Souldiers pay, which made them t 
the like Triamphs throughout the whole 
Turkiſh Camp. 

Aftcr this, the Chriſtians made a large 
Mine without the KR aveline di Santo Spirits, 
divided into three parts, which they (prung 
ſo proſperouſly,that it ruin'd their R 
and Lines, blew up their Bodies in the 
Air, and entonib'd others of them in its 
ruines 3 which was followed by a ſtout Sally, 
to the deſtruction of many Turks, and ſome 
Commanders of Eminencie. At which the 
Viſier was ſo much inrag'd, that he refolv'd 
to win the Town, or loſe his lite in the 
attempt 3 ſcnding to all his Baſſa's through» 
out the Grand Signiors Dominions, for all 
ſupplics of Provitions they could poſlibly 
turniſh him withal. 

The Turks having gain'd the ruin'd 
Out-works of Panigrs, advanced with their 
Mines and Gallenes towards the great 
Trench 
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Trench) but a conſiderable ſlaughter hapned 
among, the Turks, by the frequent ſpringing, 
of the Mincs, and numerous Sallics that 
were daily made : but Signior Lorenzo Pir 
ſani, the Proveditor of Candia, was flain 
by one of their Morter-pieces 3 and that 
Noble Venetian Bertolo Piſani untortunate- 
ly killd by a ſhot. Yet the rains falling 
ſo exceſſively upon them, the Grand Vilier 
withdrew, leaving about 6000 men behind 
him to detend the Batteries , and other 
Works. 

Much about this time,SecretaryGiavarins, 
Wmſter of State to the Vencetians, who had 
continued ſome time in the Grand Viſiers 
Camp, lodged in the Tents of Caterzogolo, 
which was a place of bad air, diced, and 
hve or fix of his Family 3 which might be 
occalion'd by the — that raged 6 
violently among the Turks, 

The Ciry was now in a good condition, 
by reaſon of their conſtant ſupplies from the 
Fleet 3 but the Turks endeavoured to make 
good their Poſt in the ruines of the Fort Pa- 
nigra : and the Venetian General orderec 
a new Line to be drawn in the old Works, 
to the end that the Beſicged might be mn a 
capacity to defend every part of the Town 
luthciently, it the Turks (according to their 
E 3 menaces\Y 
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menaccs ) ſhould imploy their whole 
power. againſt Candis the next Sum» 
mcrs. 

Thc Grand Vikier being now retir'd with 
the major part of his Army 1nto the Vale 
of Giofiro, the 6000 men To he Jett, ſtill 
employed themſelves about the detence of 
thoſe Poſts that they had in their poſſeſſion 3 
the Bclicged minding, during, this vacancy, 
the prepration of their Works, and clearing 
their Trenches ; bur the Vitier , {ent ſome 
additional Forces, and plenty of Provilious 
from the Walls, where the - grols of the 
Army retir'd, with cxprcls ordersto loſe no 
opportunity of gaining upon Caxdia which 
ſo encouraged them, that! about Chriſt- 
mas they made frequent aſſaults ,, and, were 
as. frequently beaten. off 3 but. on St. Sxe+ 
phens day there was a great diſpnte > the 
Belicged iſſuing out in white, Axavs, deltroy- 
cd a great number of the Enemy. 

In January the Turks quitted. all. their 
Battencs bcetore Candias but two , and ſent 
moſt of their Caunon into Candia Nzovs © 
and at this time there dycd among them 
ncar 260in a day of the Plague 3 which 
made the Vitcr retire ano Ganes, {cnding 
his ſick and wounded Souldiers into Napoli 
of Maluafias 

1 he 
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The Chriftian General refolving now 
upon a Sally , drew out a ſtrong party, tel! 
upon the Enemies Redoubts, and put the 
Turks to their heels; with 4 great toſs of 
men on their part, and biit forty of rlic Be- 
ticged. Now the Bafla of Morez had raiſed 
a Body of $000 Turks, who were ready 
to be imbarqued for Canes; brit they m their 
way ſeeing, 3060 Turks wounded; who wett 
conveyed in Carts to ſeveral” Hoſpitals' i 
Morea, prepar'd for their receptions, * this 
ſrght made fo deep an impieſſton upon 
them, that they all quitted the ſervice; flees 
ing, into the ' Mountains for - ſafety, "#114 
leaving their Bag and Baggage - behind 
them 4 decharing their anwillingneſs toer- 
gage in ſuch deſperate ſervice , where ah 
Army of 60000 that fate dbwn before 
Candizs at fiſt, was alrcady reduc'd't 
16000. Bat the Grand Sigfttior refolv'd 
ty employ all his Forces, both by Sea #nd 
Land, for the carrying oif of the War a- 
painſt Candiaz and therefore diſpatched 
rwo Chiauces to Twrhs , and force other 
parts of Barbary, to command all aſhſtanec 
of Shipping , that they could poſſibly afford 
him 3 but he-recciv'd a cold} and diffarif- 
tactory anſwer,by way of excule. 

In Febreary the Turks: having rectiv'd 
FE 4 ſome 
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me Supplics , renewed the Siege, and caſt 
up a large Fort at the Sabjoners, and planted 
many pieces of Ordnance thercon, where- 
with they played very hard upon -the Port 
and Town, but with very inconhderable 
damage. 
Towards the latter end of this Month, 
a Rencgado that commanded a Body of 
two thouſand Turks, endeavoured to ſur- 
prize the Fort St, Andre; but the Mar- 
quis Vills having timely notice of their 
ſent Colonel Motto with a conſi- 
derable number of able and reſolute men, 
who aſſaulted the Enemy fo couragioully, 
that they flew 5000f them upon the place, 
put the reſt to the rout, and with a yery 
ſmall Joſs return'd with $5 heads to the 
Town. Now the City had recciv'd a 
conſiderable ſupply of mens and Captain 
Molino having made a diſcovery of tive of 
the Turkith Gallics commg out of the 
Dardanellees, having aboard them men and 
;Ammunitiou tor the Grand Viſier, chaſed 
them with his Squadron tor {ome hours , 
and ſunk two ot them the other three run 
aground upon one ot the. Iſlands to a- 
void him, where they were broken in 
picces, but the men clcaped. 
The Turks about this tune got many 
Ships 
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Ships together, with Supplics intended for 
Caneaz but they underitanding that the 
Chriſtians Fleet was cruiſing about thoſe 
Coaſts, were forced to flce into Khodes for 
ſhclter, and there expe the opportunity 
of a (ate paſſage. Yet notwithſtanding all 
theſe dilcouragements, they continued their 
Mincs, and attempted to make a way 
through the Graft, that they might aſſault 
the Town with the lefs difficulty 3 but by 
the vigilancy of the Detcndants , at this 
very time, two of the Galleries made near 
one of the Principal Bulwarks of the Town, 
were blown up by the Chiiltians Counter- 
mines, 

The Grand Signior appear*d ſtill more 
active in,and intent upon the buſineſs of the 
Sicge then ever, drawing up great numbers 
of mien 1n al places, intending to make 
them 1a all 100000 itrong, 3 and to employ 
100 Gallies, and titty other Ships ot force 
in the Service, with a great ſupply of 
all necetlarics to the effecting of tuch a 
work. 

On the eighth of March, ſeven Venetian 
Gallies crutliung, 11 the Archipelago, were ict 
pon in the niy\ht by twelve under the com- 
mand ot Durch Bey , a famous Corlaire 3 
but ſom: vocicr Chriltian Veſlels coming 


oppor- 
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opportunely to their aſſiſtance : the Admi- 
ral - took ſeven of them, which he ſent in- 
to the Port of Candid. funk three, ſo that 
chere onely cfcap'd rwo,very much diſabled. 
In which Naval cngagement the Chriſtians 
loſt 400 men, and among the reft Signior 
Daniel Gixttinizno the Pay-malter; Foſcarini, 
eme Captain of a Gally, and fix other Of- 
ficers were wounded ; but there fell of the 
Turks Darach Bey himiclt , and fome other 
perfons ot note, with a great number of 
men; tour hundred and ten Priſoners were 
taken , and x1c0 Chriſtians and upwards 
treed trom Turkiſh {crvitude. 

About the beginning of April , 1668, 
Gemgio Maria Vitali was by the Senate made 
Knight of the Oxder of St. Mark, for his 
ſervice againſt the Turks. Upon this de- 
teat,the Captain of the Armata ſent a T artan 
from Gandia to Venice,who arriv'd the 21 of 
April, $.N. bang Sunday, and brought with 
him ſeveral Flags ,- and other Trophies of 
Victory, asa preſent to the Grand Dake : 
and vpon the entry of theſe Prizcs into 
the Port of Candia, where they had a very 
joyful reception, and were welcomed with 
the diſcharge ot the Towns great Gums 3 
General Villa obſerving the Turks idly 
gazing, upon the Triumphs of the Chrilti- 
ans, 
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ans, fallied out upon them unexpectedly, 
forcing them to flee into their Camp, and 
killmg, thenr on their own Redoubts 5 re- 
turning with 100 of their hcads, or there- 
about + which with Dzrach Bey's ,, and fe- 
veral Turkith Captains that were fhin at 
Sea, were placed upon Poles round abour 
the City-Walls, to the-terror of the Turks, 
and contubon of the Baſla, who vvas 'feen 
m a raging humour to'tear his Beard out 
ot vexation , to fce that he m his defignes 
prov'd io untortunate. Upon the arrival of 
this Nevvs, the Senators attended the Duke 
to congratulate for this luccets 3 vvho vvith 
the Popes Nuncio, and Spaniſh Ambaſſa- 
dor, that vvere then at Venice, vvitha nt- 
mcrous Train of the Nobility, advanced to 
the Church of St. Mark, vvhere they heard 
Te Denm (ung, z and then vvent in proceſſ- 
on, as is uſual upon tuch folemn occaſions. 
This very Evening, the Senate honoured 
General Morofimni wvith the dignity of 
Knighthood, and conterred fevera} honours 
upon his Relations, appointmy, revvards to 
be dittnbutcd among, fuch perſons as had 
{Ignalized themſtives by thur eminent Ser- 
vice in this Engagement. 

lhe Turks grevy novvy dead-heartced at 
the late detcat of their Galhis, and the ſnc- 
ceſstul 
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ceſsful Sally made by the Marquiſs Villa 3 
inſomuch, that the Grand Vilier took up a 
reſolution to make no farther progreſs a- 
gainſt Candi , till the expected ſuccoars, 
promiſed him by the Ottoman Empcrour, 
were lately arriv'd. Signior Moroſim being 
inform'd that the Turks had a great ſuccour 
intended for Canes, took the Sea with 25 
of his beſt Gallies, ſome Galleaſſes and Fire- 
ſhips, to cngage them, whoſe Fleet conlilted 
of 100 Gallics, 60 Saiques, and 25 great 
round- Ships laden with Proviſions 3 but 
General Morofini, after a bloudy hght of ten 
hours continuance , burnt, ſank, and took 
a great many of them; and two of their 
principal Baſlg's became his Priſoners, with 
molt of the chict Commanders. About 
this time allo feveral Privateers of the Re- 
publique, Malta, and other places, met toge- 
ther > who joyning their Forces in the 
Gulph of Kbodes, took twelve Saiques be» 
longing to the Turks, laden with Provitions 
for Canes. The Senate having had infor- 
matioa that a Greek diſcover'd the Grand 
Viſiers deligne to ſurprize the Yenetians 
Gallies, whereby they obtain'd ſo ſignal a 
Vidory , ordered him a Penſion of fit- 
ty Ducats a Month, in licu of a rc- 
ward. 

On 
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On Saturday, May the ſecond, $. N. Ge- 
neral Vills arriv'd at Venice, who had 
(erved the Republique in Candia about two 
years, in obedience to the Commands of his 
Maſter the Duke of Savoy , and with the 
Senates permiſſion ; leaving, the Sieur des 
Marets to ſupply his place, till the arrival 
ot Monſicur 4 St. Andre Monthrun, who 
is to ſucceed him in the Genera 
ſhip. 

Captain Molino allo met with five Turkiſh 
Veſſels coming from Alexandria, bound for 
Canea , with conſiderable ſupplies for the 
Viſier 4 but he ſank two of them, and took 
the remaining three. 

General Spaar, a German, who was im- 
ployed by the Senate as General of the For- 
raign Forces in Candia , with a Penlion of 
4000 Ducats, (ately arriv'd at Candia, wit 
a Company of Ships well turniſhe with 
Men, Ammunition and Money fo that 
the Town was 42 as good condition at this 
time , as when they firlt laid Sicge to 
her. 

In this Month of May, the City mad- 
two Sallics morc upon the Turks, wherein 
they behav*'d themiclves with incredible 
courage. And Signior Claudio Araſſ® a 
Serjcant Major, with Signior Mwutio Manzei 

Major 
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Major-General of the Eccleſiaſtical Forces, 
dycd in Candia of the Wounds they re- 
cav'd in that Engagement of the Beiler- 
Gallies. Now the Turks cndcavour to 
work with thcir Mincs under ground, but 
the -Belicged ſnll Counter-mine them, 

The Grand Viber loſt two of his prime 
Enginecrs, and is in fo bad a condition for 
want of neccſlary Proviftions, that his 
Souldiers daily flce trom their Colours ; yet 
he ſtill obftinatcly plays with his great Guns, 
and by mining, attewpts the evyrriion of the 
repair'd, or new-rais'd Fort of Panigra, and 
the Half-moon of Mocenigo, making, his ap- 

ches towards the Fort of St. Andrew, 
to little purpoſe ; for the Beſieged made 
a Vigorous Sally upon them, as they lay be 
fore that Fort, making them quit the Re- 
doubt they had raiſcd with much prqugice, 
and carrycd with thcra many Prifoncrs into 
the Town 3 who upon examination, con- 
fels'd that the Turkiſh Army did not exceed 
t 8000 in number, and thoſe iH command- 
ed too; for molt of their expericnc'd Ot- 
hcers and Souldicrs had loſt thar lives 3 the 
Viſer fiill cxpc&ing the promis'd Sup- 
plics from the Sultan, and the Baſſa of 
Morea. 
The Turks finding that they could no 


ways 
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ways advance themſelves by open Force, 
endcayour'd to perionn their defignes by 
Les þ which was thus attempted ; 
They had fo far prevailed with two Chritti- 
an Fugitives, with large promiſes of larger 
— that they did. ingage to give their 
utmolt aſſiſtance : One of ther was tocon- 
vey him(clt into the City (whilſt the other 
rcmain'd as an Hoſtage in the Turkiſh 
Camp for ſccurity) which he did, and was 
to nail up ſome of the Cannons in one of 
the Forts, which the Turks were then im- 
mecdiatcly to Storm , upon a ſignal given: 
but he was diſcover'd before he could effect 
what hc intended; and bcing threatncd, 
made a full confefhon of the whole matter : 
whcreupon the Venetian Forces being drawn 
up, the appointed lignal was given,.and 
the Turks approach with cheerfulneſs, as 
to a certain Vidtory x but at length they 
tound themfſclves ſo briskly cntertain'd, that 
they xctir'd with a great loſs of men; whoſe 
dcaths they reveng'd upon hin they had in 
their Camp, whom they cruelly put to 
deattz and the othes recctv'd the due 
reward of his mtended Treachery in the 
City. |

The Turks wete now much diſhcartned, 
and grew very cold in their Aſaules 5 
hnding that their ſupplics came in ſlowly, 
contrary to their expeCtation 3 which ani- 
mated the Chriſtians, who iſſucd out, and 
engaged them in their own Works, bring- 
ing away ſeveral of their heads upon their 
Pikes ; but the Viſier being lately affronted, 
was reſolv'd on a reſolute attcmpt upont 
the Town; and to that end, ſent for 6000 
Sacks from Canes, which were to be filled 
with Earth, and other Materials, to fill up 
the Trenches , and make a paſſage for his 
men, that he might the me. Maiter 
of ſome nevyv Polt : but this deligne foon 
ſhrunk to nothing z their Forces daily de- 
creaſing, and relief no vvays mcreahing 2s 
vvas hoped; inſomuch, that above one 
hundred Turks fled lately to Candis, beg» 


ging Paſs-ports to return into their ovve

In Jane, the City vvas refurniſhed vvith 
ſtore of all Proviſions, by the arrival of their 
Convoysz and the Fort Panigrs , _—_ 
vVhic 
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vyhich the Turks, laſt Summer, had done 
the notableſt execution , vvas (o repair'd, 
that 1t vvas better to endure their attempts 
then formerly. The Viſier had a recruit of 
hve thouland Janifancs novv arriv'd in a 
tempeſtuous Scaſon, vvhen Admiral Myroſini 
vvas in the Harbour, or elſc 'tis probable 
he had met vvith them, and ſtopt their in- 
tended courſe 3 and forme Saichs alſo, not- 
vvithitanding the care and vigilancy of the 
Venetian Generals, have pnvily by night 
conveyed themſelves from Morea into Ca- 
nes, þcing laden vvith Provitions and Forces, 
vyhich moved the Vilier to ſome ſpeedy

Battery belore the Fort St. Andre , and ply- 
ed their Cannon cloſely,' and turiouſly af- 
faulted the Out-vvorks, but vvas bravely 
beatcn off by the Defendants :; the Sjexr 
der Marets gave cminent proof of his valor 
in this Service 3 vvho though ſurrounded, 
and out-nurhbred by the Turks, made his

vvith great crycs ' ſetting upon the Our- 
works of the Forts of St. Dennis, St. Andre, 
the $abionera and Panigra 3 but vvere beaten 
off the three firſt with great ſlaughter : their 
chiefcſt and greateſt afſault was made upon 
Panigra 3 where coming on fo violently and 
numerouſly , they poſiciſed themſelves of a 
ſmall Work without the Fort, and kept it 
all mght : But the next noving Lypite 
Carbonaro,an expert Souldicr and Engineer, 
fell ſo vigorouſly upon them , with a party 
in white Armor , fallying ont ky break of 
day, and ſo nobly eng; them, chat after 
three or four - hours "diſpute, they were 
diſlodged in fpight of all affiſtance 3 but the 
Enemy ſprung a Mine at their departure un- 
der the Work, which deſtroyed and hurt (e- 
veral of the Befieged, with Signior Carbe- 
naro ; But in this, and the precedent days 
action, the Enemy loſt above 1000 men z 
and fince that, played with ſach fury upon 
the Town, both with their Cannon and 
Small-ſhot, that the General Bernardo Nani 
was wounded in the head by one of the 
latter, of which he afterwards dycd ;/ and 
ſome Souldiers were ſhot upon the 
Walls.

my. againſt the Fort St. Andre; aud at the 
ſame'tume, to divert the Defendants, ftorm- 
ed three or four other parts of the Town 3 
but: Monfiexr St. Andre Mont brun was fo vi- 
gilant, that after a Jong and ſharp, conflict, 
the; Turks were, beatcn oft with ' great 
laughter fromall places- 

The Venetians had: landed 1000- able 
Foot about this time,cxpeCing dail ter 
ſuccourss Now the- Turks divided their 
Army into two Bodies z and at the ſame 
tice made two deſperate aflaults upon the 
Forts of Sabionera and St. Andre, lying near 
the Sea 3 but hercin they loſt great numbers 
of their men, and the Ags of the Janilanes 
was carried off by them with a mortal 
wound 3; but by an unfortunate ſhot they 
kill'd Siznior Axdre Scmitecolo and Grioxt, 
belonging to the Belicged. Now there ar- 
riv'd at Candis , the Convoy commanded 
by Giacemo Coryaro with Mcn and Ammuni- 
tion, and $00 able Souldiers from Terra 
Firm, having in all puta (upply of above 
3060 trelh men into Candias 

The Vcnctians being highly encouraged 
by theſe lupplics and recruics, made a (ally 
upon the I'yrks that were placed aſore 

Tne 
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che Fort St. Andre, and countetf.iting a 


flight, drew them upon « Mine near the” 


Fort P anigra, where they made a halt, and 
blew up the 
ot them. 

The Turks having now lodged them- 
ſelves in the Ditches of Sabioners, cndea- 
voured by a Mine to blow up part of the 
Courtin 3 but the coecartouGl upon their 
own people, doing little or no damage to 
the Works. 


On Weaneſi.y the twelfth of September, 


S.V. a ShiparnvV'd at Vexice from the At- 
mata;bringing, in it the body of the lately de- 
cragd General Bernardo Navi.

fiegers that lay butore Sabjortiers, beat them 


off of their Works , and carryed away with 
chem f1x of their great Guns : upon which 
the Vihier drew off his Forces torty paces 
from their tormer Poſts. In one of the Turks 
aſſaults, Colonel Proſilio, the Governour 
T ates Morofini, and Colonel Venturini, were 
all three kill'd with onc Cannon-(hot; -and 
the Belieged, in a (ally made upon the Ene+ 
my, kild many of them, and retreated 5 
the Town with {ome of their Baggage, but 
loſt about fifty men, and a Nephew to the 
Marquiſs Villz, with three gthcr perſons of 
quality 


Mine,deſtroying ſore hundreds: 
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quality. The Turks made another aſſault, 
being hightned with the former ſucceſs z but 
were forced back with the loſs of 1200 
men, which were left dcad upon the place. 
Much about the ſame time that the E- 
neniy attempted the Fort St. Andre , the 
Beſieged (allied out upon them, and killed 
many upon the place, taking ſome Sacks of 
Wool, which the Enemy us'd to defend 
them from their ſhot, with forme Swords and 
Arms, which they carrycd into the Town. 
In theſe aſſaults, and the (ally at the Sabio- 
ners , the Chriſtians loſt abour fixty men, 
2mong whom were the noble Marco Barba- 
rigo, Colonel Sala, one Engineer of Bur- 
gundy , and three Serjeants; among the 
wounded were theſe perions of note, Le- 
renzo Dona, Franciſco Balti, Santo Borbars, 
- and ſome others, whoſe names we could not 
learn 3 alſo the General Cattarin Coruaro 
was _ bruiſed with a (tone. 

On third, fourth, ftifth and ſixth wn- 
Kant, the Turks repeated their Aſſaults up- 
ou the Fort Sabjoners, being, moved there- 
unto by a large Breach they had made, of 
twenty Venetian paces is hs _ 
t h great is of them tell, « 
hy obRinacy purſued their deligne, 
cndcavouring to over their dead, and 


to 
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to advance their Standard on the breacty; 
but they met with ſuch firong oppoſition, 
that the StanJard was broke 1n pieces, and 
they driven back with extraordinary da- 
mage. In this aCtion the prodigious valour 
of a Gally-ſlave was very obſervable; who 
was found to have kill'd forty two of the E- 
nemy with his own hand in one day 3 which 
the Captain-General taking notice of, pub- 
lickly rewarded him, and made him at that 
inſtant Serjeant ro a Company. 

On the thirteenth inttant, the new Ge- 
neral 'Battaja arriv'd at Candis » with 
2000 Souldiers, which - he put into the 
Town, with a great ſug of money and Am- 
munition. 

About the latter end of his Month, the 
rains falling in ſuch abundant ſhowers, de- 
ſtroyed many of their Mines and Pioneers, 
and did them much miſchief. 

On the fourth of Offober, the General St. 
Andre Monmtbran made a notable brisk ally 
yu the Enemy, from the Fort of St. An- 

, beating the Turks out- of their own 
Line, and poſſcit cthernſelves of one of their 
Batterics, drawing-off a 'Morter-picce, and 
intending to carry off their Cannon planted 
there 3 but the Turks coming ſuddenly up- 
on them with their whole_[trength , ©b- 

ſtructed 
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ſtruted them in that enterprize, ſo that fr 
prov*d ineffeftual; and they retreated into 
che Town : Signior Franciſco Battagliz, © 
Duke in Candia, and Brother to the Gene 
ral of that name, as he was with his own 
hands drawing off 5ne of the Turks Guns, 
was kill'd unluckily by a Musket-ſhot 3 bur 
his body was carryed off 1n ſpight of all op- 
poſition, by the valor of Carle Dons , and 
Pictro Badoar ; befides, cighty men were loft 
in this ſervice, and ſevcral wounded 3 a- 
mong the reſt,Signior Matteo Semitecolo was 
ſhot in the Arm : fince this, a Fugitive from 
the Enemies Camp inform*d the Behieged, 
that the Turks Joſt in this ation abortr 
1200 Souldiers; and among them the Aga 
of the Janifaries , the Grand Viſiers Licure- 
nant, and rwo other cminent Commanders , 
and had 1500' wounded perſons; which fo 
diſcouraged the Beſicgers, that many of rhe 
Janiſarics deſerted the ſervice, and ficd in- 
to the Mountains near adjoyning ; and 
farther , 'that 300 Janiſaries. beſides had 
ſcized I ſome ſmall Barks, and were put 
to Sea, being quite wearied with the length 
of the Siege, and the hrtle ſucceſs of their 
cnterprizes, 'reſolving to return home : and 
withal, that the Enemies Galties had tand- 
cd about 1090 'Janiſaries, for the — 
a 
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and reinforcement of their Army 3 which 
_ the ſtricteſt and moſt exact inquiry... 
then made , notwithſtanding all their ſup- 
plics and recruits, did conlit onely of 
ewenty thouſand men ; among whom were 
judged to be at leaſt ſeven thouſand Pio- 
NCccrs. 


On the fifth of Ottober, the Turks made 
three (cveral aſſaults upon the Fort St. 4n- 
dre, and that ſo furiouſly and obſtinately, 
that the Town was in very great danger 
of being utterly loſt : but in the end, the 
Defendants forced them off with the 
Naughter of three hundred mcn, and ſome 
Othcers. 

The Bclieged, about this time, were very 
much dejeCted, at the ſudden departure of 
the Popes and Maltzs Squadron 3 by which 
means the Turks took an opportunity to re- 
iaforce their Army with ſome thouſands of 
men z but the Marquils St. Andre Monthrun, 
upon the appearance of the French Succours, 
with a party of re{olute Germans that were 
latcly arriv'd at Candis, made a ſtout Sal- 
ly, beat the Enemy from their Poſts, and 
did great execution. In revenge of this af- 
front, the Turks the very next day made a 
general aſſault with 30050 men at once, 
carrying Wool-ſacks before thera to = 
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off the Small-ſhot 3 which being perteiv'd 
by the Belieged , they inmediately drew 
their great Guns to the Breaches, laden with 
Caſc-thot, and pointed upon them which 
ſo gall'd the Turks,” that they were forced 
to retire : whereupon the Belieged made 
another Aſſault upon them with great 
ſlaughter 3 infomuch, that the Encmy loſt 
im theſe ations about 10000 men. Dor 


| Vincenzo Roſpightſi , General of the Popes 


Gallics, being a lictlg before return'd from 
the ſervice of Candis, which highly incenſed 
his Holmeſs, excus'd it by laying the fault 
upon the Duke De Ferrandina > who being 
negligent, and not coming up with the Nea- 
politan and Sicilian Squadrons, which he 
Commandccd , he was unwilling alone to 
cxpelc the Popcs Gallies to luch imminent 
danger. 

The Viſier at this time was very ſcverc, 
having taken off the head of one of his 
Baſſa's, for making a fruitleſs aſſault with- 
out order : the Turks flecing daily from their 
Colours, and ſcattering thenaſelves in ſeve- 
ral parts of the Iſland, though he hadfus'd 
all mcans imaginable to induce them to 
return 3 but his ſeverity in putting them to 
death when rcturn'd, made the reſt betake 
themſelves to the Mountains for __ 
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The Grand Viſiter deſpairing of ſucceſs , 
having receiv'd ſo many and & great loſſes 
by the repeated Sallies of the Beheged, and 
being very much injur'd by the Aucumn- 
rains, took up a reſolution to withdraw his 
Fotcts to New Candia z but the Grand Sig» 
nior bcing, very much incenſed at his ill 
ſixce, threatned him with the 16s of his 
head, if he gave him not a better account of 
the Sicge then hitherto he had done. His 
Aolinels being very 2Cive to affitt the Can 
dots againſt the Common Encmy of the 
Chriſtian World , gave the Scnate his Bull 
to diſpoſe of ſome Monaſteries in their Ter- 
ritories, to the value of one Million of 
Ctowns ; which the Republique made uſe 
ot. 

At the latter end of this Month, the new 
Venerian General of the Ficet, Tadeo Moro» 
fini arriv'd at Candia with ftore of Ammu- 
wthon, Soldiers, Proviſions and: Money 3 
wherewith he diſcharged the Souldicrs Ar- 
rears,to their great ſatisfation. Whercup- 
oM they made frequent Sallics againſt the 
Turks to their damage; in one of which, 
Monſicur St. Andre Monthrun had a flight 
wound in the ſhoulder by a Muſquet-ſhot. 
The Sifter, at able Veſlcl, belonging to the 
Venetian Fleet, was attaqued by hve men of 
Wa 
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War of Tripoli in her Voyage homewards 
from the Levant , who defended her (1; 
for many hours very reſolutely 3 bur the 
Captain hnding that he was over-power'd 
and out-numbred , and fo much diſabled 
that hc could make no farther oppolition, 
blew up his Ship, and dettroy'd great 
numbers ot the Turks that were at that 
tumc boarding of him. 

In November, the Turks withdrew them- 
{cives trom Sabionera 3 but Rood ſtill with 
grcat ob{inacy betore the Fort St. Andre , 
11&;z4ang, to advance upon the Shoar, and 
{hut up the entry into the Haven 3 but the 
French {uccours merching out in tour divi- 
lions, made a brisk Sally being commandet 
by the Duke de Roannez (who was owned 
there by his ancient Title of de la Feuillade ) 
with extraordinary flaughterof the Enemy. 
The Count Strafoldi, who arriv'd about this 
time at Palms Nueva from Veniee, intending 
to direct his courte tor Candia to Command 
a Regiment ot the German Souldiers late- 
ly cmploy'd in that ſervice, was untor- 
tunatcly drown'd, as he imbarked at T alis 
Ve:rts, with cighteen men, by the folly of 
the Sca-men, the Bark being over-(ct. The 
Sen:te ordereds, that a preſent of Gol 
Vlatc.valucd at thirty cight Marks,ſhoulktbe 
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ſent to Cardinal Roffiglioft, as an acknow- 
ledgercnt of the ſcuic they have of his zeal 
to promote their intereſt, The Grand Vi- 
ficr having recciv'd ſome ſuccours from 
the Captain Baſſa, was very much encou- 
raged to continue the Siege, railing Terra(- 
{cs about his own Tent, and had taken 
2000 of his ſtoutelt Souldiers, as a Guard to 
his pcr{on. 

General Moroſini about this time difpatched 
Colonel Machierotti, 2 Candiet, with Letters 
to the Viticr, detiring him to accept of an 
exchange for Signior Laſcaris General de 
Bataille , tormerly taken Priſoner ; who 
went in a Felwees with a white Flag before 
Giofiro , but recciv'd this ſhort anſwer trom 
the Vifier, That he came thither to take the 
City , and not to treat about Priſoners : 
whereupon Cavalicr Grimaxi was imploycd 
im the vacant charge. 

The Turks continue the Sicge with great 
eagerne(s, notwithſtanding theis numerous 
and f1gnal defeats, and the vaſt inconvents 
ences of the Wintcr-Scaſon ; and preſs ve- 
ry ſhrewdly upon the Baſtion of St. Andre, 
playing upon it with thcir Canuon , by once 
ot. which the Sienr du Pre, Major to the 
Brigade belonging to the Count de St.Panl , 
had his hcad taken off 3 and the Sicur de 
Chamily 
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Chamilly and Lare, was hurt with the ſtores 
beaten out of the Parapet by the fame ſhot , 
the Siexr de Marianval of the ſame Brigade 
was flainz the Chevalier de Merinville wound- 
ed by a Granado; and the Sienur de Sablo- 
ere hurt with an Arrow. The Grand Sig- 
nior being willing to ſupply the Viſier, as 
much as was pothble , commanded 6000 
men to be levyed out of the neighbouring 
places, ſending them to Saloxtes , but be- 
fore the Captains could ſhip them,they rais*d 
a mutiny , and betook themſelves to their 
heels, to avoid the ſervice. 

On the twenty-eighth of Member , the 
ſuccours from Malts arriv'd fate at Candia, 
and were nobly rectiv*d by the Generaliſſimo, 
and the Marquits $t. Andre Monthrun, who 
was then recover*d of his hurt he lately re- 
ceiv'd 3 but the Duke de Roannex was ſome- 
what diſpleas'd, he being diſappointed of his 
hopes of commanding them. 

Now a party of 350 French Volunteers, 
with 5o more of the Garriſon, fallted out 
upon the Enemy 3 but the former loſt thir- 
teen of thew number, and the others three z 
but they kilPd ſome ot the Enemy, brought 
off four of the Turks hcads : and the Gene- 
xal made another Sally with tixty choice 
men, who clcarcd the Trenches, killing hfty 
G 3 Turks 
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Turks upon the place, and withal brought 
off one Enligne. Upon the arrival of the 
Malteſes, they undertook the deteuce of the 
Fort St. Andre , where the Turks bad made 
a very large Breach,that would well coutain 
fixty men in front 3 but the Belicged bring 
very indultrious, had hlled 16 up widiloveral 
Materials, At this time Candis was in {0 
low a condition,that it was judg'd ſhe could 
not hold out above tour Months longer , 
without a conliderable fupply of Men and 
Ammunition. 

The General return'd Father Ottoman 
the Dominican, and the Grand Signiors Ero- 
ther to Zame, who was. formerly tent this 
ther trom Haly , emding that his Letters 
adviling the Grand Signior to. quit the 
Siege, and to yeild obedience to him, as the 
Legitimate Heir ot the Ottoman Empire did 
but cxaſperate the Turxs more and more; 
and the Grand Viſkr put the Chriſtian un 
ons that was the Meficnger, feuding him 
to Lariſſa, to be lctt tv the diipolal or rhe 
Grand Signior, 

About the latter end of December, or bc- 
ginning of Jaxxary, the two Coanroys ar- 
riv'd (ately at Candia . one under the'Com- 
mand of Nicola Zane, who had ttore of Ams 
munition, and great ſums ot money 3 the 
othes 
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other conduted by Signior Gi-cromo Cont a- 
rini, with all ſorts of Proviſions :; the Ger- 
riſon by this addition being increas'd to 
12000 men , thereupon drew out the great- 
eſt part of their Forces into two Bodies, 
and made a double fally upon the Enemy, 
and withal ſprang, a large Mine , which 
hred, and dettroyed the Turks with great 
ſlaughter 3 the Belieged purtuing them as 
far as the River Giofiro , returning to the 
Town with all the Guns planted upon the 
Enemics Battery of Prixli, killing in this a+ 
tion about $000 Turks. 

The Chriſtian Privateers took in the 
Archipelago ſeveral Saiques Jaden with 
Corn, Rice, and Proviſions for the relief ot 
the Viticr, and brought them into Candia, 
where by reaſon ot the great plenty of al! 
things ncceflary, they were {old at very: rea- 
{onable ratcs. 

On Satwrday , February the ſixteenth, 
S.N. the Convoy with fome hundreds-of 
Slaves, and (cvera! Companies of Foot,(et ſail 
tor the re-inforccment of Candia , under' the 
Command of Signior Gi-vanni Meroſm,wh 
was to be Proveditor of the Armata m tte" 
ot Stzynior Lorenzo Cornaro, WHO Was call's 
back to allilt in* the Council. 

Some of the Venetian Ships about this 
G 4 vme., 
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ime, with the aflittance of two Chriſtian 
Privatcers, took hve Saiques off of Canes, 
laden with Proviſions and Ammunition, 
intending for that Port 3 and in the ingage» 
ment fixty Turks were ſlain, with their 
Captain a Renegado of Calabria, and hity 
four Priſoners taken, who were put to 
the Chain, and the Proviſions (cnt- into 
Candia. 

The Pope now ordered preparations to be 
made by lus Chamber,for the honourable In- 
terment of the Marquiſs Vills, Commander 
of the Popes Forces, in the Church of St. 
Meories the great, who was kill'd in a Sally 
by a Cannon-ſhot , with the ſame Funcral 
State and Pomp that was made tor Sig- 
mor Mytio Mattei, who had the ſame 
Charge, and dyed in the ſame Caulc. 

The Grand Vilixxr having intelligence 
that the French Forces were re-imbarqued, 
and homewards bound , made a turious al- 
fault,in the night, upon the Bulwarks at the 
Sabionera and St. Andre, at the fame time, 
with 4000 men at cach place, aud obtti- 
natcly diſputcd with the Bclicged tor two 
hours ſpace 3 but they were torced to retreat 
to their Poſts, leaving the ground covercd 
with thcir dead, and carryiftg oft many that 
were wounded ; the Chriitians lofing not 
above 
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al ove forty men in this ſervice. 

About the latter end of February, or be- 
ginning of Mirch, Morofins the Captain-Ge- 
neral or Admira! of the Armata landed at 
Candia with 2000 able Souldics trom Zante, 
1700 Barrels of Powder, and a great quait- 
tity of Provitions and Ammunition. 

The three Regiments of Lanenburghers, 
conlifting ot 2500 ſtout , well-dilciplin'd 
mcn, werc in March imbarqued tor Candia, 
bring very well ſatisfied with their noble 
reception at Venice the Senate bettowing 
gold <_hains upon thcir Officers, and a Du- 
cat apiece was given to the Souldiers as a 
Donative. About this time, the Chnitians 
{prung a Mine , and fred it, by the which 
was deſtroycd a great number of the E- 
nemy, with a Turkiſh Engineer, who was 1n 
great repute among them, and whole di- 
rections they oblſerv'd in all ther attempts. 
The Viher, to revenge his death, and the loſs 
of his men, ſprung a Minc too 3 but it had 
not that effect which was expected : and 
then the Turks, by his command, attempted 
the Bulwarks of St. Andre with Ladders 3 
bat they were beaten off with great lols, 
and many ot tacir Ladders were by torce 
drawn up trom them into the Town, UWp-> 
on the Popcs requeſt, his Imperial Majclty 
grantcd 
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granted him 23000 men for the ſuccour of 
Candis , who were privately lifted without 
beat of Drum, out of the Imp+rial Heredi- 
tary Countries onelv. 

On Satwdry, Mirch 50, 1669, S. N. 
the noble Gi »cams Cornzyeo was choſen Pro- 
veditor General of the Armata, and Signior 
Pietro Died» au cxperienc'd Senator,2s Com- 
mander ot a Convoy of many Ships laden 
with all manner of Provitiens , and where- 
in alfo were many Souldiers, Chyrnrgeons, 
Gunners and Labourers to be imployed a- 
bout the Works, and in the Mines. Colo- 
nel Giovanni Battiſts Zans endeavourmng, to 
take a Gallery trom the Turks near $2znto 
Spirito, was buried in one of their Mincs 
but the General Lent out a firong party, who 
beat off the Turks, and recovered his Bo- 
dy oat of the ruines of the Mines, and car- 
ried it imo the Town : Signior Pietrs Die- 
d by reaſon ot his extraordinary indi{polt- 
tion of Body, was upon his requelt excuſed 
from his Voyage into the Levant; and the 
Senate made choice of Cavalicr Zozzt Cor- 
are in his room. 

In Afril 1669, the Turks made three 
defpcratc at{aults upon the Town, but were 
in ail of them beaten off 3 and the Bctieged 
by the fucceſFtul firing of one of their 
Mines 


the Siege of Candia. T 
Mines, totally ruin'd the Enemies Mount 
and Battery rais'd before the Fort St. 
Andre. 

In this Month the Grand Signior ſent 2 
Baſla ro the Viftter, who in his name con- 
demned the Viſier for the little advantage 
he had made in the Siege, trifhng away three 
years time,with an cxpence of to much Tree* 
Frre, and the lofs of ſuch numbers of men, as 
might futhce for the Conqueſt of intire 
Kingdoms. The Viſiter being very much 
difatished with this meſſage, gave a furious 
aſſault to the Bulwark of St. Andre, and 
R avelin di $amto Spirito , but the Turks at- 
ter an 'hours hot diſpute drew offs and a» 
bout 5£00 of them hoping to pats over one 
ot the Mines of the Behegod of 150 Barrels 
of Powder, it was hred, and blew up 3000 
ot the Encmy, wounding and diſordering, 
then 3, and tzking hold ot this advantage, 
made a fally upon the Beticgers, and return- 
cd to the Town with 1000 Friloners , or 
thereabo.uts, 

On Samrrday, May the twenty tixth, $.N. 
the Holy Sacrzment was m Sr. Marks 
Charch in Vexice, pb'icsly and folemnly 
cxpos'd 3 and un the Twerſd ry following, the 
Duke, Senate, and the greatctt part «4 the 
Nobility went in Proceflion ; paplick Prayers 

b-ing 
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bcing made in all Churches, to crave a ble(- 
ſing upon the ſuccours and ſupplics intended 
to be {ent to Candia by the Republique. 

Now the Grand Vitier bcing very _ 
prehenlive of the Chriſtian ſaccours from {c- 
veral parts, was relolv'd to make a ge* 
neral aſſault on the Forts of Sabionera, St 
Andre, and Sante Spirito, ordering his Army 
(which notwithtianding his recruits, conſiſt 
ed but of 24000) into three Bodies, to be 
umploycd agiialt thoſe three places; and for 
the better expedition of his deligne , did 
from ſeveral Batteries play tor ſcveral days 
upon the Town, and principally upon rhe 
Jews quartcr 3 upon which they had done 
ſome execution z but he altered his miinde, 
as to the general aflault for the preſent, and 
call'd a Council of War, being reſolv'd, it 
p_ fo oblige the Town to a ſurrender, 

ore the arrival of the Chriſtian ſupplics : 
and in order hcreunto, 

On the tenth of May, two hours before 
break of day, the Turks, according, to their 
uſual cuſtom, fcll upon the Bulwarks of $2- 
bioners with great noiſe and fury but af- 
tcr a bloudy d:{pute of three hours continu- 
ancc, the Chriltans (pringing ſeveral Mines, 
forced them to a rude oa. vitorder]ly retreat, 
leaving icvcral (caling Ladders behind them 
and 
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and they loſt in 'this ſervice three Baſſas , 
with ſeveral other eminent Officers , beſides 
« great number of men. 

And about this t1me, the Venetian Cap- 
tain-General of the Armata, having receiv'd 
intelligence, that there were cighreen men 
of War belonging to Barbary, cnter'd into 
the Grand Signiors Service for that Sum- 
mer 3 and were ſet out from ſeveral parts 
of Alexandria , Smyrna , and Soria, laden 
with Men , Ammumtion and Proviſions, 
tound for Canea, divided twenty four Men 
of War, under his Command , 1nto three 
Squadrons, with orders to mgage the Ene- 
my , if diſcovered. The Admiral himſelf 
failing to the Eaſtward of Candia with ten 
Ships, where he diſcovered them , making 
all the Sail imaginable for Canes, whom he 
immediately tell upon, without any confide- 
ration of their number, and a ſmart diſpute 
was cntertain'd tor ſome time 3 but the 
noiſe of the Guns brought in another Squa- 
dron of cight Venetian Ships to his alliftance, 
fo that in a ſhort time the Enemy was worlt- 
ed, fix Veſſcls funk, and four taken, the reſt 
niaking away trom him very much torn, 
and in great diſorder: beſides the number 
kill'd in that engagement, they took Soo 
Turks Priſoners. 

The 
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The Belicgers, notwithſtanding all cheſe 
jll ſucceſſes, continued on Shore , prefhing 
the City on all parts , plying it with their 
Batteries and Granadoes , eſpecially on the 
hide of the Fort St. Andre, where his Excel- 
lency Signior Cavalier Cattarin Cornaro, Pro- 
veditor extraordinary of the Armata, was 
kill'd unhappily by a Granado, which 
wounded him in the flanck, who receiv'd 
the Sacrament, and dyed an hour atter. 

On Monday, Fane the {eventcenth, $. N. 
the Senate made EleCGtion of his Excellency 
Signior Alviſe Moceaigo, to ſucceed in the 
place of the deceaſed Cavalicr Cornaro, and 
conterred the Dignity of Knighthood upon 
his Brother Signior Girolame Cornaro, in 
ceſtimony of the high eltecm they had to 
the party ſlain, ordering a ſolemn Funcral 
to be celebrated for him upon the publick 
account, and a ſtately Tomb to be erected 
to Ms Memory. 

On Saturday, June the twenty ſecond, 
there arriv'd at Venice a Ship from Can- 
dia , with the Body of the late deccaſcd 
Proveditor extraordinary, Cavalicr Cattarin 
Cornaro. 

The Venctians had now received ſeveral 
Recruits, under the Command of Signior 
Prixli , as well as the Turks 4 who with 
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ſo much aſliduity continued their Batteries, 
Storms and Mines , that they made them- 
ſelves Maſiczs of the moſt part of the Fort,6e 
planted there a Battery of ten pieces of Can- 
non, intending to play upon the Retrench- 
ment of the Chriſtians , with the which 
they diſmounted ſeveral of the Detendauts 
Canion , and did great execution in the 
Town. In theſe late actious, Signior Gia* 
como Coutarini receiv'd a very dangerous 
wound 12 the Arm 3 Colonel Pixi, an ex- 
pcrienc'd Ofhcer was Kill'd , and Monſieur 
de St. Andre had e light hurt in the Arm, 
by the breaking of a Granado, 

The Ficnch Succours yait © Sea in Fae, 
and arriv'd at Candia in tis molt Chrittian 
Majceſtics Fleet, commanded by the Duke de 
Beaufort > the Land-Forces being under the 
Command of the Duke de Navailles. And 
the Duke de Beaxfort went 1n periouto vilit 
the City of Candis, who was receiv'd with 
the diſcharge ot all their Artillery, aud with 
great acclamations z who taking a view of 
the Encniics polture, receiv'd allight wound 
by a Hand-Granado., 

About this time one Andres Borazzi flec- 
ing to the Enemy , profer'd his (ſervice to 
the Vilicr, promiling to inform him which 
were the weakelt parts oi the Town 3 who 
was 
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was ſent accordingly with ſome Turkiſh 
Othcers z but he leading them to an Emi» 
nencic near the Walls, that they might the 
better ſurvey the Town, the beſieged hired 
a Mine under him, which blew up the Of- 
hcers, he onely efcaping : but the Grand Vi- 
hier commanded him at his return to be put 
in Irons, ſuſpeCting his defigne to be a meer 
picce of Treachery. 

Still the Turks employed their whole 
ftrength againſt the Bulwark St. Andre, and 
made a conhiderable Breach in the Re- 
trenchment 3 but the Ehriſtians oppos'd 
them undauntedly, and repair'd by night 
what they beat down by day and ſprung 
a Mine of 150 Barrels of Powder under 
the Encmics Battery upon the ruines ot the 
Baſtion, which blew up a great number of 
the Turks, and four of their Guns : but the 
Beſieged loſt a perſon of great Reſolution 
and Conduct, the Noble Pietro Querini, by 
2 Bomb, which breaking, gave another Ot- 
ficer a mortal wound : the Captain-General 
(who ſtood between them , obſerving the 
Enemies) remaining untoucht, The Sul- 
tan upon advice of the arrival of the French 
ſupphes.propoſed terms of peace, as he had 
formerly done oftentimes, onely to amuſe 
them, he being abſolutely averſe to i 
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fach thiug in reality, and to gain upon 
them the better by ſuch fair propolt- 
tions. 

The Turks now had by their frequent af- 
faults and mines, made themſelves Maſters 
of the ruin'd Baſtion of St, Andre, except a 
rart of an Orillon , which was ftill in dif- 
pute- But the General with a party of 
ftout men made a ſally upon the Turks; who 
not being, able to ſtand in oppolition with 
them , quitted their Poſts : This vacant 
time the Befreged ſpent in caſting up a 
{mall Defence there, which kept the Enemy 
at a farther diſtance- 

Now that the French Forces were arriv'd, 
and the Duke de Navailles had conſulted 
with the Captain-General z the Turks were 
advanced, and had taken up their Poſts up- 
on the Baftions of St. Andre, arid ls Sabio- 
mers : upon this Conſultation with the 
French and Venetian Officers,it was thought 
very proper to attaque them upon the $#- 
bimners 4 and the Duke de Navailles, the Ge- 
neral of the Forces, defir'd to have thoſe 
Souldicrs out of the Garriſon, that could be 
well ſpar'd z which they condeſcended un- 
to: and farther, order was given for hve 
or fix hundred Pioneers, to be imployed in 
throwing down the Works made by the E- 
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nemy z and a Sally to be made at the ſame 
time, to divert them from ſending rclict to 
the other fide. The Duke d: Ban un= 
willing to bc an unactive ſpcctHor, offcr'd 
them 1500 men out ot the Fleet, and put 
himlclt in the head of the French Forces, 
being ready to receive Orders from the 
General, though very much urg'd to the 
contrary. And thus he centred upon a» 
Eton. 

Fane the twenty fourth, firſt 400 com- 
manded men marched out , aud 50 others 
with Granedocs at the head of them ;, at» 
ter them three Troops ot Horlc, under the 
command of Monſiews Dampier then the 
Regiments of Games, St. Valier,Lorrain and 
Bretagne followed , with tour Troops of 
Horſc upon the Wings, belides a party ot the 
French Kings Mulſqueteers, and 100 Re- 
tormed Officers placed between the tuſt and 
{ſecond Line, to be ready upon any occaſion. 
The Forces that came trom the Fleet were 
at the ſame time to tall upon the lete-fide of 
the Sabioncra > aud Moxfieur Marſhal of the 
Camp appointed to affift them. In this Or- 
der they marched filcntly aud undiſcover'd, 
and drew up in Battalia, in a little plain 
ncar the Enemies Camp : the commanded 
micn coming withun Muſquet-ſhot , _ 
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fired at by the Tuzksz and then Monſiewr de 
Dampier was commanded by the General to 
fall upon two Redoubts in the head of their 
Quarters , being aſfliſted by ſome of the 
Guards z which was ſo couragiouſly and 
ſucceſsfully managed, that they- took them 
unmediately , and put every men to the 
Sword 3 and then their Lines were centred, 
and the Regiments ot St. Valier and Lor- 
rain poſleſt them : the commanded men with 
the Companics of Guards, beat the Enemy 
out ot their Trenches and Works. Thus 
far their delignes proſpered, though they 
had but 300 of the 1500 cxpected from 
the Ships z nor were any Venetian Forces 
nor Pioneers ſent out to their afliſtance, as 
was promiſcd. 

The Turks having thus deſerted the 
Camp, drew up into a Body, upon a riſing, 
on their right-hand 3 which being obſerv'd 
by the General, hc in the head of his Forces 
marched towards them,and beat ther twice 
trom their Stacon 3- but he charged them fo 
home upon the third rally, that he gain'd 
the place whereon they firſt drew up their 
mcn-. Then hapned a croſs accident that 
ruin'd that whole days delignes for ſome 
Fowder , Mortcr-pieces and Granadoes , 
taking hre by chance upon a Battery which 
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the Guards were poſſcſt with, they forſook 
the place im diſorder and contufion, thongh 
Monfeenr Caftcllan uſed all art imaginable 
to. bring them back z, and the 300 men that 
came from the Navy, fell into the ſame dif- 
order, notwithitanding all the endeavours 
of the Commanders to rally them. This 
made the Turks begin a freſh chargezwhere» 
upon the Admiral, Monfiewr Colbert, and the 
fifty Muſqueteers, joyncd with che firſt Bat- 
talion , and manfully oppoſed them 3 but 
this accident had imprinted ſuch a general 
terrour upon the Souldiers, that they were 
oblig'd to retreat 3 which was much ta- 
vour'd by a Courtin, made good by the Ge- 
n:ral. The Body of Relerves was inveſted 
by ſeveral Forces, which after a flight skir- 
mitſh at the Baſtion of St. Andre, were ſent 
to alliſt their fellow-Souldicrs at the Sabio- 
acra 3 Who alfo retreated diſorderly at laſt. 
The General gave ſignal teſtumomes of his 
Courage and Conduct in this days difatter ; 
and made good his Retreat, paſling through 
a party of the Enemy, with chree or four 
Gentlemen onely that affiſted him 3 but if 
all things bad been pertormed as was in- 
tended, this day might, in all probability, 
have put an cnd to the Siege. The Venc- 
tians had in all 600 men which were _wy 
an 
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and diſabled. A Trooper eſcaped from the 
purſuit of the BR the Duke de 
Beaufort {0 wounded, that he had not 
{txcngth to get up behind him and he drew 
him a while by the Arm, thinking to bring 
lim off ; but being fo cloſcly followed by 
the Turks , that he was compel'd to flee, 
he lett him to the Enemy, who kill'd him 
preſently upon the place. ” 

Yet the next day, bg oy ewenty fifth 
of June , about 200 of the French made 
a Sally out of the Baſtion of St. Andre, 
which gave ſuch an Alarm to the Turks, 
that they came to niake good their Poſts 3 
but the Bclicged tiring three Mines, blew 
up many ot the Beſicgers,with ſome Com- 
manders of Quality z and deſtroyed a very 
caplidcrable Battery. 

On July the titth, S. N. the Count de 
Vivonne arriv'd at Candia with the French 
Galiics, who took pollcfſion of the 
of Admiral, finding the Fleet deſtitute of 
one. The ſame day alſo arriv'd the - 
dron of Malts Gallics with cight hu 
Souldicrs. 

On the ſixth,the Duke 4c Navaillesbeing 
over-heatcd in the late engagement , fell in- 
to a violent Fever. 

On the twelfth of July, arriy'd a Convoy 
H 3 al 
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at Candia with 1600 Souldicrs, Ammuniti- 
on and Monies. 

The Baron de $:. Marre, Captain of the 
Guards to the Duke de Beaufort , hearing as 
yet no news of his Malter by Spies, or any 
other means whatſoever, went in perſon to 
the Vilicr's Camps, where bcing admitted by 
him into the Tenthe gave him a view of all 
the Heads that were cut off in the Rte tight; 
but he could not finde the Admirals among 
them 3 at which the Viſter was very much 
diffatished, and afterwards gave hm liberty 
to diſcourſe with ſeveral Priſoncrs in the 
Camp, but he covld learn no news of him 
that was ſatisfactory. 

On the twenty fourth inſtant, all the 
French, Malta and Pope's Squadrons were 
ordered to lye before the Turks Poft at Sr. 
Andre, where they fir'd upon the Enemics 
Camp, and did them great damage : but 
when the Generals had drawn out their 
Forces, and were ready to fall upon the 
Beſiegers, the Tereſe, which was the French 
Vice- Admiral, blew up by ſome unfortunate 
accident, or a ſhot from the Enemy, with 
400 men aboard, to the damage of ſeveral 
Veſſels , the Admiral particularly, that lay 
next her, and the Captains Gally that took 


firc alſo, but was quenched z which made 
che

the whole Fleet put out to Sea, and hin- 
dred the Generals defigne of making a Sal- 
ly : but the Turks receiv*d great hurt by 
the hiring of the Fleet 3, and lolt an Aga, the 
Vilicrs great favourite. 

Ou the thirtieth inſtant, a Sally was made 
by Monſieur Colbert at the Sabionera, with 
ſome execution upon the Encmy 3 but Mon- 
fiexr Colbert was lightly hurt in the head 
with a ftone which tell trom the Gate, bro» 
ken by a Morter-piece. 

The General Girolamo Battajs was mor- 
tally wounded, in three places,by a Mortcr- 
piece breaking near him , which was dif- 
charg'd from the Encmiecs Batteries, he be- 
ing then buſicd about the Sabioners, and 
giving Orders to his Officers againſt ſome 
trcſh approach intended by the Beliegers. 
The Turks continue ſtill imploying theit 
greateſt t1rce againſt St, Andre,having raiſed 
a Battery, and planted cight Guns there» 
on , hring upon the Retrenchmnents made 
by the Bcticged, to ſupply the ruines of that 
Fort 3 but were-valiantly oppos'd and re- 
puls'd : however, the Enegny took an ad» 
vantagious Pot near the Scozzeſe 3 which 
made Sigmor Navaglier, a Noble Venetian, 
fally out with a party of Souldiers, intend- 
ing to diſlodge them s but he received a 
H 4 du» 
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F. Muſquet-ſhot in. the neck. The 
Turks ſtill plyed the Town with ſhowers of 
Stones, 1 ry and ener + 0y 
Count Waldeck, General of the Bruzſwi 
Forces, was kill'd with one of them. TH 
rs then endeavouring to bend their 
firength towards the Arſenal, on the ſide of 
the Sabioners , met with ſuch oppoſition, 
that they gave over that attempt, and con- 
verted their Forces to the other fide of the 
Town, where they made themſelves May 
ſters of the firſt Retrenchment, not without 
t loſs; and did attaque the ſecond 1 
-1 the Belicged had cait up two ©» 
ther Works behind them , with large 
Trenches. 

In Augaft, the Duke of Mirandols arriv'd 
at Cendis, and landed his Ammunition with 
1400 of his own men, and 600 others, and 

ics for the Souldicrs. 

The Turks had now caft up a great 
Mount upon the ruines of the Baſtion of 
St. Andre, and plantcd ſeveral Cannon up- 
on it , with which they greatly annoyed 
the Town, but to f tc this deligne, 
the General cauſtd the Church of St. Frances 
to be flPd with Earth, and drew twenty 
great Guns upon it, which played hotly 
upon the'Encmy, diſmounted their Conneny 
an 
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and made the place altogether ulcle(s, 

The Turks {till laboured hard to take in 
the ſecond Retrenchment 3 but the Defen- 
dants hr*'d a Mine made under thatBulwark, 
which bcing divided into (Cveral Branches, 
kill'd many of the Encnnes, deſtroyed part 
of their Works, whole guines divided 400 
Turks from the reſt of the Body, fo thar 
they could not poflibly c{cape, but were all 
taken priſoners, and carryed into the Town ; 
and the Belicged made another ſuccelsful 
Sally, upon the hring of another Mine, with 
an incredible laughtes to the Turks, and 
brought off with them a confiderable num» 
ber of the Priſoners. Then the Turks on 
the othct fide of the Town, endeavour'd to 
(hut up a Sally-port near the Sabjionera, that 
ſo they might make a tarther progreſs to- 
wards the Sea, and by degrees attempt the 
Arſonal ; but by a Sally m tavour of ſeve» 
ral Mines, they left off that enterpriſe. with 
lols. 

Now the Auxiliary Forces ſent from 
France were imbarqued, bcing in all $$ Sail, 
in order to their return. Upon whole de- 
parture, the Turks touk courage, and im- 
mediately tell upon the Sabionera, and St. 
Andre, with two great parties, thinking the 
Bclieged w:re dilpirited, and quite ditanj» 
mated 
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mated, the French Fleet being . wk but 
they found the contrary to their detriment, 
loling 3000 men, after three fierce aſſaults 3 
and the Defendants but 200, with ſeveral 
that were wounded 3 who by firing of a 
Mine- of thirty Barrels of powder under 
the Bulwark, where the Enemy had raiſcd 
a Battery which much infeſted the ſecond 
Retrenchment, that was wholly deſtroyed, 
and the Turks in great numbers cither 

lown- up, or buryed in the rubbiſh of the 
Bartery. 

The Generaliſſimo at length, finding at- 
ter all their Sallics Aſſaults, Mines and Skir- 
mithes, that Candis was reduced to a meer 
heap of Riibbiſh, being fo far entred by the 
Turks, and the Garrilon {fo lefſened, that 
there remain'd in x no more then 3600 men 
ht tor Service, (o that it was thought ab- 
folutcly impoſlible to preſerve it any longer 
trom the Enemy, call'd a Council, where it 
was welolv'd nemine contraudicente, that they 
ſhould uſe their utmoſt endeavours in order 
to a Treaty with the Vilier about a Surren- 
der, and accordingly Colonel Arnardi, and 
Signior Scordeli the Vice-Chancellor , were 
eirploy'd to manage the Treaty 3 and on 
the tirſt of Seprember, were (ent out to the 
Polit on the fide of Giefiro with a white 
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Flag, whoſe buſineſs was communicated to 
the Grand Viſier : The news was immedi- 
ately ſpread throughout the whole Turkiſh 
Camp, and emtertain'd with excels of joy, 
and Commiſhoners appointed to treat on 
the Turks behalf; between whom that 
whole day was ſpent , with no other iſſue, 
but that the next conference ſhould be in 
the open Ficld, before the Fort Demetrims, 
where the Turks ſet yp a large Tent for 
that purpoſe; where the Treaty was con- 
tinucd 11! the fifth of Seprember, and then 
the Articles were concluded upon by both 
parties 3 for performance whereof they 
gave Hoſtages on both fidcs, particularly 
Signior Calbo Commilſary for Proviſions, 
De Riva Licutenant of the General Guards, 
and Z xccaria Mocenigo, from the Venctians 3 
and the Beglerbey of Temiſwar, Mabomet 
Baſs, the ga of the Faniſaries, and Caſf 
Bey , tne Tefferdat of Komilia , from the 
Turks. 

The Turks Hoſtages were lent into Came 
dia, and the Venetians into the Turkitfh 
Camp, where they had an extraordinary crvil 
receptionsthere being a rich Apartment pre- 
par'a for tim, a Guard oft Janifaries or- 
dered to at:nd them whither they pleas'd 
and a Tab'c of thirty Diſhes of meat al- 
lowed 
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lowed them, and were vilited by the Viſier, 
and all the Chicf Commanders of the Tur- 
kiſh Army. This done,the Officers on both 
lides gave vilits,and had them return'd with 
much ceremony, and great kindneſs 4, the 
Venetians taking a view of the Turks 
Lines , and admiring their order and 
ſtrengrh4 che Turks as much wondring, at 
the great valour and courage of the Chri- 
ſhans, who dcfended a Town in fo low and 
bad a condition, The days following, the 
Belizged employed theniſelves in removing 
their Stores, Guns, and Goods to the Fleet, 
that waited to tranſport them. 

On the nineteenth of September 1669, 
theſe following Articles of Peace were a» 
greed upon, berween the moſt Serene Re- 

igue of Venice , and the Ottoman Port, 

y.the Caprain-General and the Grand Vi- 

licr, and ratihed by the Scuate the eighth 
ot Oflober following : 


If, that the City of Candia ſhall be ſwr- 
rendred by the Captain-General into the 
band: of the Grand Viſier, to enjoy abſolutely, 
and freely diſpoſe of, 4s a place belonging to the 
Grand Signior. 
Secondly, that all Forts and principal Ports 
of the INand of Candia , with the Inſwets 
44 acent

afhacent, which are now in the poſſeſſion of 
the moſt Serene Republique of Venice, ſhall 
ftill remain nnder the obedience of the ſail 
Republique, 8s they roere before the beginning 
of the War. 

Thirdly, that all the Iſlands in the Archi- 
pelago, an1 other Seas, that are in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the moſt Serene Republique of 
Venice, hall continue as before 1 the entire 
and abſilute Furiſdiftion of the ſaid Re- 
publique. 

Foxrthly, that the Fort of Cliſſa, and all 
other places in Dalmatia an4 Albania, con+ 
quered by the moſt Serene Republique of Venice 
from the Turks, ſhall remain to the ſaid 
Republique in Soveraignty, and Independent. 

Fifthly , that neither of the two parties 
ſhall be bound or oblig'd to ſupply the other 
with any ſum of Monies , or any other thing 
whatſoever, under pretence of Re-imburſmnent 
of the charge and expence of the War, or 
way of Penſion, Preſent, or any other Tit 
wh tſoever. 

Sixthly, that the Grand Viſier permit and 
grant the Captain-General ſs much time as is 
convenient and neceſſary for the carrying all 
Ammunition, either for War or Food, out of 
the City of Candia. That be freely conſent, 
that all Souldiers march ont of the Place with 
tbeir 
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their Arms and Baggage. That be permit the 


Inhabitants, who bave nn Achire to continue 
there, to retire with their Families, Rings and 
Jewels hither they pleaſe. That be conſcnt, 
that the Captain-General may carry away all 
the Republiques $ ered Veſſels, and all Or- 
naments whatſoever belonginz to their 
Churches. 

Seventbly, that the Captain-General may 
take out of the City of Candia 320 Braſs 
Guns , which are t» be in the Power , and at 
the free diſpoſal of the moſt Serene Republique 
of Venice, 

Eighthly, that the Priſoners and Slaves 
taken on both ſides, during the Siege of Candia, 
be ummediately reſtor'd; the Captain-General 
and the Grand Viſier having already given 
ont their Orders requir"d for the execution of 
this Article. 

Nintbly, that all theſe Articles agreed and 
faithfully executed, beth parties ſhall ſwear 
and promiſe t2 preſerve the Peace reciprocally, 
and inviolably, for the advantage of the 
Trade, and the mutual quiet of both their 


Subjedts. 


On Friday, the twenticth of Septem- 
ber, the Garrilon marched out without 
the leak diſturbance 3 the Vilier being ” 
folv* 
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ſolv'd to be rendred as famous for his juſtice 
in pcrtorming Articles, as tor his vigilancy 
and courage in War. 

September the thirteenth, a ſtately Hearſe 
was cxpos'd to publick view in St. Marks 
Church, and the Church it ſelf hung with 
Black, and nll'd with many Lightsgn cele- 
bration of the Funeral of his Excellency 
Signior Cavalier Cornaro, where a folemn 
Mals, and varicty ot excellent Muſick, was 
pertorm'd by ſeveral Quires 3 and in the 
cloſc, Father Coſmi pronounced a Funeral- 
Oration , wherein was an account of all 
the cnunent Services of that Illuſtrious Com- 
mander. 

On the twenty ſecond inſtant, the Senate 
reſolving to conter the Dignity of Procuza- 
tor ot St. Mark upon Signior Franciſco Mo- 
roſini, Captain-General in Candia 3 the great 
Council being aſſembled, che Election was 
made by a geucral (uffrage 3 and the favour 
was the greater, in that there being then no 
vacancy, he was added a ſupernumerary- 

On Friday, September the twenty ſeventh, 
the Forces were drawn out of the City of 
Candia; and the ſame day, according to 
the Articles of Agreement, the Keys were 
{cnt to the Vilier, who recciv'd them with 


| many fignes of joy, and rewarded the 
| perſon 
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perſon that brought them with a large ſum 
of Money « whereupon he immediately ſent 
into the Town fome of his people to cleanſe 
it, and take the dead bodies out of the four 
principal Churches, viz. of St. Francis, St. 
Titws , St. Salvator , and St. Peter 3 about 
which work ſeveral days were ſpent. The 
Grand Viſicr's civility was eminently mani- 
teſted ro all the Venctians Officers of any 
note 3 but more remarkable to the Genera- 
liſimo Moroſiri, to whom he gave ſeveral 
preſents, with this Complement, That the 
Peace ſhould be as long-liv'd ar bis Command ; 
to whom the General return'd ſeveral pre- 
ſents likewilc. 

On the fourth F Oftober, the Grand Vi- 
fier made his folema entry into the City of 
Candia, at the Breach of St. Andre, with all 
his Army, which conlifted of about x 5000 
Souldiers, & between ten & eleven thouſand 
Pioneers; beſides other neceſſary Attendants. 
At his entrance, he found the City empty, 
without People, Grods or Proviſions ; there 
being onely left behind two Greeks, three 
Jews, and cight more ſtrangers, whom the 
Viſier would allo have ſcat away 3 but they 
were of opinion, it was more convenient to 
change their Religion then City , and (6 
tarn'd Tarks. 

Since 
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Since the Grand Viſier's entring into the 
City, he hath converted the four principal 
Churches thereot into Moſques , for the 
worlhip of Mabomet , and the other are 
turn'd into Stables, for his own , and the 
Horſcs ot his Souldiers- 

In this Month the Articles of Peace were 
ratincd by the Grand Signior at Lariſz 3 
and on Monday,Oftober the twenty one, S.Ns 
1669, the French Ambaſſador made his ads» 
dreis to the Venetian College, with Com- 
plements of Condolency for the Surrender 
ot Candia, and ot Congratulation tor the 
Honourable Articles oft Peace concluded 
between the molt Serene Republique and 
thc Ottoman Port z which were, the lame E- 
veming, they came to their hands, being the 
eighteenth inſtant, ratified and contirm'd by 
the Votes of the whole Senate, three onely 
excepted z and the RKatihcation immediately 
diſpatched to their Captain-General. 

Since this, Signior Cavalier Molino was 
choſen Ambaſlador extraordinary to the 
Grand Signior, with an ample and hrm Ra» 
tincation ot the ſaid Feace, together with a 
noblc and rich Frc{ent ot Cloth ot Gold to 
himiclt, and ſeveral conliderable ſums of 
Monics.as Preſents to his' Othcers and Mint- 
lters. 


I Now 
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Now the . Generaliflimo Morofini left 
the charge of the whole Army, with the 
Conduct of the Fleet which is to tranſport 
the Venetians, with all things n:ceſſary, to 
the care and management of Monſfieny de St. 
Montbrun, who made ſome ſtay at Standia, 
he himfelt being gone to Suda, with feve- 
ral perſons ot Quality, the Natives, a Squa» 
dron of Ships, and a confiderable quantity 
of Proviſions, and number of Men, to rc- 
inforce that, and the reſt of the Garriſons 
that continne ſtill under the Juriſdiction of 
the Republique 3 and to furniſh them with 
all things convenient and neccflary tor their 
defence, upon all occalions that thould hap- 


The Viſier was now refolv'd to remain at 
Canfia, and to take up his Wintcr-Quar» 
ters there, notwithſtanding the many tolli- 
citations to return to the Ottoman Court,and 
the joytul entertainment and reception that 
he might rationally promiſc himiſelt trom 
the (uccels of this tedious and long Siege 1 
excutling, his abſence, by repreſenting to the 
Sultan rhe nectflity of his continuance in 
thar Iſland, to (ettle tus Conqueſt 3 but *ris 
thought by fome, that he was unwilling to 
mtermeddle with the troubles of that Court, 
till he could (cc the ifluc of che affairs ot the 
Sulcanels 3

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Sultaneſs ; who hicherto had preſerv'd the 
lives of the Grand Signiors Brethren, by the 
alliftance and help of the Janiſaries, that had 
c{pouled her. intereſt, and ingaged in her 
CONCETNS. 

Thc Generaliflimo Moroſini 1till continued 
viliting the Forts and Garriſons in St. Can» 
dia, and the Neighbouring lands. Whilſt 
the Scuate took all caze 1maginable for the 
diſpolal ot thoſe dittreſſed Families , who 
upon the Surrender of Candia forlook their 
Habitations 3 and ifſucd out Orders to pro» 
vide for their reception and maintenance 1n 
the Towns of Polz and Parenzo in Iftria. 
The Archbilthop of Candia having lolt his 
Benchce, obtain*d the Church of St. Gregory, 
by his application to the Republique, in lica 
thereot, and the Revenues thereot were to 
be (ctled upon him towards his ſapport,and 
the maintenance of tlic Dignity of that Pre- 
late 3 two of the Canons of which Church 
wcrec diſpatched to Rome, © Procure Powcr 
and Authoi:ty trom his Holincls, for the (et- 
t!cment thercot accordingly. 


Having thus given you a deſcription of 
Canin its Ancient and Modern Capacity, 
Will au account of the beginning of the 
dicge in 1656, 1s continuance 18 tne years 
1667 
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1667 and 1668, and Surrender in the Tat- * 
ter end of 1669 : We will cloſe all with" 
this Obſervation, That it is a moſt prodigi- * 
ous thing,, ſcarce to be parallel'd in Hiſtory, 
though it ought to be Regiſtred to the im- 
mortal honour of rhe Venetians, that an in- 
conliderable ſmall handful of men, notwith- 
ſtanding all Attempts, Aſaults, Mines , - 
Countermines , Batterics, Martial-Strata- 
gems, and oppoſition whatſoever , both by 
open , and private Treachery, ſhould 
be able to defend one fingle City by Seca and 
Land, againſt the whole ſtrebgth of the 
Ottoman Empire, for the ſpace of one and 
twenty years together ; which ſhould incite 
all Chriſtian Princes to imitate them in ſuch 
Noble and Heroick Actions, and unani- 
mouſly to defend their Terricorics againſt 
the Sanguinary Turk, who is, and ever hath 
declar'd himſelf to be the Common Encmy 
of Chriſtendom.
